Teen-Agers Are Good Drivers 
Juvenile Expert Says

The traffic division director of the Long Beach Juvenile 


Bureau Saturday described most teen-agers between 16 and 
IS as "good drivers" and appealed to_thc public to stop iden- 
tifying them with reckless driving 


Juvenile Officer C. E. Richie, who has .directed the juve- 


nile traffic division here for the past six years, declared that 
the-16-18 year olds arc "not guilty" of the public .mpression 
that all teen-agers are reckless drivers 


"Police records indicate that youths between 16 and IS 


are relatively careful drivers," said Richie. "Reckless driving 
is prevalent in the age group 18-25, but we should give these 
younger drivers the credit they deserve.' 


To emphasize the outstanding record of safety tompiled 


here by juvenile drivers. Richie pointed out that in the past 
year and one-half not a single traffic death has been caused by 
a youth between 16 and IS-

In that same period of time, adults have slaughtered <4 


persons on the local highways. ^ 


"WE SHOU.LD TAKE a more positive approach with this. 


teen-age group." said Richie. "For years we have been includ- 
ing these, youngsters in a 16-25 age bracket and telling them 
what stinkers they are as drivers. That's like beating a mule 
over the head when it balks. It's not going to get us anywhere. 
It just stirs up a feeling of resentment in younger people 
against adults.

"I have a lot of faith in these youngsters. We should recog- 


nize them as good drivers and allow them to -take pride in 
their accomplishments. It we do this, they will be much more 
cooperative' with law enforcement'authorities as they grow 
older." . 


James B. Worsham, manager of the Long Beach Safety 


Council, said national safety records also indicate that 16-18 
year olds are. careful drivers. 


"One thing these juveniles need is a pat' on the back occa- 


sionally'instead of wholesale condemnation for what an older 
group docs," he said.

RICHIE, THE JUVENILE TRAFFIC OFFICER, twice 


each week holds interviews with 16-1S year olds who have 
been issued citation's for .traffic violations. Parents arc re- 
quired to appear with their offspring, and they receive -a brief- 


ing as to parental responsibility while the young drivers are 
warned of possible' loss of driving privileges and advised' in 
the ways of safe driving. 


These juvenile traffic division interrogations 
are held 


each Wednesday, and Friday from 2 to 7 p.m. at the City 
Health Center. They are informal and strictly private. 


In most instances, Officer Richie is able to straighten out 


the juvenile offender without having to send 'the young driver 
to juvenile court. With parental consent—and most parents 
cive it readily—he is able to suspend a youngster's license for 
a short period of time, and this Bme is Used as a period of 
concentration on the value of safe driving.. Serious traffic of- 
fenses and habitual offenders are referred to juvenile court 
for action, however. 


Richie is warni in his praise of "the driver education pro- 


grams now being conducted in schools at the high school level, 
and he regards his work as a continuation of this program. He 
also feels that drag strip operations, such as'the one conducted

Richie believes that one important reason^'hy drivers in. 


the 18-25, year group have such bad records is because they are 
not given credit for good driving conduct when they are 16-18 . 
years old.

When they turn 18 and graduate from high school, they 


break away from close parental supervision, he observes; they. 
are suddenly treated like-adults, and they are unjustly lumped ., 
into a driving group with a bad reputation.

"The incentive to be careful drivers just isn't there," said 


Richie. "You get the impression that a-teen-ager is something- 
-to avoid, whereas 95 per cent of them are darned good kids. 
It's folly to condemn them."

MOSCOW (/Pi — Science was 


pictured Saturday as being on 
the verge of cracking the secret 
of -how 


Two American scientists at an 


international symposium on the 
ago-old mystery said the solu- 
tion is only a matter of years 
away. 


The scientists seek to dupli- 


cate in the laboratory what they 
say the forces o[ nature did at 
(he beginning of time. They want 
to create a living thing in a .test 
tube. 


"Don't expect to see a little 


boy or little girl crawl out of a 
test tube," said one of them. The 
created life, he said, will be 
some microscopic matter which 
somehow has been given the 
impetus of the living. 


S. L. Miller, a Columbia Uni- 


versity biochemist who was one 
of nine Americans at the sym 
posium, looked optimistically a 
the progress being made.

Legal Quibbles May 
Harm City's Case 


APPARENTLY FEARFUL of testimony that might 


imply the city's legal liability for subsidence dam- 


age, the City Council has voted to place City Atty. 
Jacobson in full charge of the preparation and presen- 
tation of the city's case to the legislative interim com- 
mittee on subsidence coming here in early October. 


When it took this action, the Council called upon 


• the 
Subsidence Advisory Committee to submit • to 


. Jacobson a report on the information it has gathered 
and any recommendation it might have for the legisla- 
tive presentation. 


The latter action has raised a question as to the 


' status of the advisory committee—a question that 
should be cleared up at once by the Council. Some have 
interpreted it as meaning the committee has been dis- 
charged. 


This committee, composed of representatives of the 


city, the Shipyard Employes Association and the sub- 


' sidenco committee of the Chamber of Commerce, has 
' worked for months to develop the factual data on sub- 
sidence and a draft of proposed legislation to deal with 
it. It should continue to serve through the legislative 


' hearings, and full use should be made of this group in 
the preparation and presentation of the city's case to 
the interim committee. 


It may not have been the intent of the Council to 


deactivate the subsidence advisory committee. But in- 
asmuch as the question has been raised, a vote of con- 
fidence in the committee is definitely in order, and this 
can best be given by appropriate action at Tuesday's 
meeting to assure its continuance. It would be folly to 
fail to capitalize to the fullest extent on this commit- 
tee's work and knowledge. 


*

WHILE CONCERN over the liability question.is 


proper, it should not be allowed to divert the city's 
effort from the main objective—the arresting of sub- 
sidence. It is conceivable that the city's presentation, 
by attempting to skirt any matters that migh be ap- 
plied to the question of liability, could become so timid 
and devious as to prove ineffectual. We must not let 
ourselves be led into a head in the oil-sands policy that 
could defeat the primary purpose. 


City Atty. Jacobson has warned that the city 


testimony should avoid any assumptions or suggestions 
that subsidence has been caused by the extraction of 
gas, oil and water from the Wilmington field. It is ap- 
parently on that basis that the Council decided to place 
full responsibility for preparation and presentation in 
his hands. 


This appears to put primary emphasis on the legal 


questions. But it is clear that this is not purely a legal 
matter. The problem is three-fold in character—poli- 
tical, engineering and legal. 


It could best be dealt with as was originally indi- 


cated when the advisory committee was appointed, with 
the City Manager coordinating the' preparation and 
presentation with the advisory committee. Full use 
should be made of the corps of technical experts hired 
to develop a feasible engineering plan. And of course 
the City Attorney should be the consultant and advisor 
on all legal problems, including that of liability. 


*

THE COUNCIL'S ACTION of last week, however 


well intended, failed to assure an effective presentation 
on a matter of vast importance. It left the advisory 
committee's status in doubt and it indicated a 
one- 


sided view of the problem. 


The people who suffer through subsidence are not 


going to be satisfied if the Council takes refuge in legal 
quibbles. It cannot escape responsibility for produc- 
ing a positive program for compiling all the pertinent

' fine IF all -would get behind" the party's 
nominees after a primary contest. 
But 


there's no assurance that will happen in any 
primary, ar.d if it did, on the Democratic 
side.

for the GOP in a state where its well be- 
hind in voter registration.

' The long-awaited $5,500,000 development of the 


'city's west beach area—including the new Navy Land- 
ing—will begin Wednesday when Pacific Dredging Co. 
will set up shop off Magnolia Pier in the first phase of 
the two-year program. 


The dredging firm, in a three-month operation, will dump 


900,000 cubic yards of fill into the Navy Landing basin, re- 
ducing the water dept f-rom a present maximum of SO feet up 
to about 15 feet. 


Dredging will be conducted right in the middle of the city's 


most popular water skiing and small boat area. A life guard 
boat will patrol the region to keep small craft at a,safe dis- 
tance.

SKIERS AND BOATSMEN will probably accept the situa- 


tion with good grace, however, when they learn of a revision 
in original plans of the development. 


Now, plans call for construction of a new, larger small boat 


launching ramp, more than double the size of the present 
facility. 


Brainchild of Deputy City Engineer B. K, McCune, the 


ramp will be 300 feet wide and much more narrow, to obviate, 
problems of boat owners in backing their trailers to the water.'. 
Equally important, the ramp will be protected hy a "quiet 
water basin." which'will slow silt deposits at the foot of the 
ramp and eliminate^ troublesome waves in the launching area, 


PARKING SPACE for the boatsmen will be enlarged to' 


about four times its present rapacity. 


The present ramp will be in operation for about another 


six months. After that, until completion of the project,, 
facilities will be provided elsewhere by tie City. 


Second stage of the development, to follow completion of 


the fill, will include construction of bulkheads and seawalls 
and bringing the land behind them up to grade. New landing 
floats will also go in at this time: 
. In the final phase, land improvements will be made. Thess 
include construction of officers' and enlisted men'= waiting 
rooms, restaurant and cafeteria, a shore patrol building, park- 
ing lots, landscaping and the new launching ramp.

Big Dollar

OTTAWA UP)—Canadians re-

DIFFERING from drawing, 


which uses pen, pencil, crayon 
or brush applied directly to 
the surface, printmaking uses 
many impression processes to 
produce a linear p i c t u r e . 
These may include the tech- 
niques of intaglio—engraving, 
drypoint and etching—lithor 
graphy, or wood engraving, ail 
of which are represented in 
ihe Contemporary Prints from 
Italy exhibition. 


The etching process of in- 


taglio uses a copper plate 
which has been covered with 
a layer of wax. The metal is 
exposed by drawing lines with 
a 
needle, after which 
the 


plate is immersed in acid. The 
acid bites into the metal, giv- 
ing the impression for the 
printmaking process. Excel- 
lent examples 
of this tech- 


nique are Luigi Bartolini's 
"Broken Flasks" and "The 
Tortoise."

AGAIN A METAL plate is 


used in engraving and dry- 
point. However, in engraving, 
the lines are cut with a burin, 
and the cut areas arc polished 
to make them parallel with 
the plate surface. The plate 
is then inked for printing. 
Drypoint uses n needle, in- 
stead, and the cut areas are 
net polished, which gives it a

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For many years I have been an ardent admirer of 


the music critic of the Los Angeles Examiner, 
Pat- 


terson Greene. He has a poetic and flowing style of 
writing that pleases my aesthetic sense and his view- 
points mostly coincide with my own. I thought, too, 
that it would be interesting for one music critic to 
interview another. So I asked if I might see him. He 
very graciously invited me to his home. 


In a lovely house in West- 


wood he and his charming 
wife greeted us cordially. We 
met, too, their smiling young 
daughter, Catherine, age 13. 


Mr. Greene has the quiet 


bearing of a studious man; 
the sure demeanor 
of an 


aristocrat and the kind man- 
ner of a thoroughbred. He is 
modesty itself and I had lo 
put all the questions. So mod- 
est indeed is he that it was 
'five years after he had gradu- 
ated from Harvard before he 
learned, upon opening his di- 
ploma, that he had graduated 
"Cum Laude"! 


Although born in Superior, 


Wis., he attended school in 
Washington 
State preparing 


to become a concert pianist. 
But. after graduating from 
Harvard he went to the Phil- 
ippines where he taught in 
Manila. There he met and be- 
came friends with Carlo P. 
Rorr.ulo, one time Philippine 
Ambassador to the U. S. At- 
tending a concert together, 
Romulo asked P a t t e r s o n 
Greene to write up the con- 
cert. That was his first re- 
view and for 33 years he has 
been writing reviews for the 
Los Angeles Examiner, where 
he sits enthroned as an au- 
thority on things musical. 


I like Patterson Greene's 


healthy outlook. For instance, 
he says there are opportunities 
today for exceptional talent as 
there have always been. Our 
American singers are being 
engaged abroad singing in the 
opera houses of Europe and 
England, They receive excel- 
lent foundation here in Ameri- 
ca and experience over there, 
(For 
myself, I wish they 


might also have their eNperi- 
ence in America.) 


Music today, he says, is not 


degenerative; if you seek out 
the best. Asked if he still 
enjoyed music after so many 
years of listening, he said: "I 
always enjoy music when it is 
good." 


About two t h i n g s Mr. 


Greene was roost emphatic. 
When I asked him what the 
Los Angeles area needed most 
musically he cried: "An opera, 
house!" Here, too, he was op- 
timistic. After all, it took 
San Francisco 20 years to get 
one — an opera house that 
seats only 3,200, while the 
Shrine Auditorium 
(deplora- 


ble structure though it be for 
opera production) seats 6,700 
and it is mostly capacity full 
during our opera season. Each 
year we get nearer the ac- 
complishment of the project 
and this year the voting was 
two thirds in favor of build- 
ing one. It is a heartening 
sign, says Mr. Greene. 


The other s u b j e c t upon 


which he held a si.rong opinion 
was the absurdity of having 
several different conductors 
in one season for the Los An- 
geles Philharmonic Orchestra. 
It was, he said, like changing 
the parents of one's children 
every few weeks. Tne perfec- 
tion 
of orchestral 
playing 


comes from a singleness of 
purpose, a working as a whole 
toward one man's idea; a 
welding into a component en- 
semble. Every conductor has 
his own ideas, and to be con- 
tinually tossed from one to 
another, plays havoc with vir- 
tuoso accomplishment.

'•^OLLOWJNG the footsteps of sandaled padres, GoM 
* Rush nabobs, and earnest pioneers, thousands of 
eager travelers are ever striking out to explore the 
verdant wonderland where the wines of California 
are grown. There, they will find, as they have in 


. other years, that the sprawling wine land is imbued 


with all the timeless charm and romance associated 
with wine growing throughout the world. 


•The excursion, along fine, new highways, is an 


easy one with some sunlit part of the wine !and 
readily accessible from almost any point in the state, 
particularly in the Southland where the harvest has 
started. For the vineyards, stretching from the Mexi- 
can border almost to Oregon, extend into 47 of Cali- 
fornia's 58 counties. Here, on a half-million bright 
acres, are grown almost 90 per cent of all the wine 
produced in the natjon and about 83 [>er cent of all 
consumed. 


THE FIRST WINE grower in what is now Cali- 


fornia was Father Junipero Serra who, in 1769, plant- 
ed a vineyard at his Mission San Diego near the 
Mexican border. In the abundant California sunshine 
and friendly soil, the vines flourished, yielding bounti- 
ful harvests for making the mission's 
sacramental 


wines. 
As the yearly bounty continued the wine 


grown by the Franciscan padres also enhanced their 
simple table fare, added warmth to the hospitality

extended wayfarers, and was used as a medicament 
for the sick. Vineyards, supplying wines for the sacra- 
ment, marked thr? spread of Spanish missions through 
the region and the trail of the vine through much of 
California still roughly approximates the trail of 
missions. 


For many years, however, Los Angeles was the 


undisputed wine-growing center of the state, until it 
was found that grapes also would flourish in Cali- 
fornia's central valleys and in her north conslal 
counties. 


Among the aristocratic grape varieties now flour- 


ishing in California's vineyards are the Pinot Chardon- 
nay, Pinot Blanc, Pinot Noir, Cabernet Sauvignon, 
Johannisberger Riesling, Trammer, and California's 
own Zinfandcl. Here, too, grows the Palomino for fine 
sherry, the Tinta Cao and Tinta Madeira for dis- 
tinguished port. Each of the varieties, with its own 
special flavor and aromn, makes a distinctive wine 
and adds a brilliance to California's kaleidoscopic 
wine spectrum. 


GKAl'ES ARE now being harvested from the Cali- 


fornia vineyards with shears or stubby knives and 
taken immediately to the winery where they are

tested and examined to be sure (heir quality is good. 
They are then crushed and the juice along with the 
skins is drawn into redwood or concrete vats for 
fermentation. 


Careful watch is kept over the frrmcntntion for 


hy this important process—the same required in mak- 
ing bread, vitamin drugs, and cheese—the fresh grape 
juice is preserved as wine. Yeast enzymes, responsi- 
ble for the fermentation action in the crushed fruit, 
convert the natural grape sugar into approximately 
eqiKil parts of alcohol and carbon dioxide gas which 
escapes. In autumn, the nitirimu- of (ho ferment in 
vats can be heard through the lofty wineries as the 
ruby-colored crush becomes flecked with foam. 


After fermentation the wine is drawn into oak or 


redwood casks for aging. Since the tempera lure must 
be kept cool and even, some wineries stow their casks 
of aging wine in tunnels dug with pick and shovel long 
ago while others use built-in cooling devices Tn the 
cellar chill, whether above or below ground, the air 
is sweet and pungent with maturing wine and mellow 
wood.

W.N THE 18,000-ton tanker Robert Wictert 


made a round-trip cruise to Mazatlon, Mexico, 


recently, two Long Beach sea scouts went along for 
the ride. 


Denny Hamann and Ronnie Elmore, both 17, had 


the run of the ship and were 'given every chance to 
learn as much as possible about the operation of the 
269-foot vessel. Furthermore, all their expenses were 
paid on the 15-day cruise. 


Denny, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. G. Hamann, and 


Ronnie, whose parents are Mr. and Mrs. Frank Elmore 
Jr., actually won their trip. It was their reward for 
being selected as the outstanding members of the 
Sea Explorer Squadron of the Long Beach Area Coun- 
cil, Boy Scouts of America. 


WHEN' MOST PEOPLE think about scouting, they 


only think in terms of Boy Scout activities which are 
confined to land areas. However, sea scouting has 
been a part of the Boy Scout pronram in this area 
for the past 30 years, and the Sea Explorer program 
is open to all boys 14 and older who have the basic 
desire to learn about ships and explore the sea. 


Denny and Ronnie, who both hold an able seaman 


rating, are only two of 364 boys who get their Sea 
Explorer training at the 525,000 Sea Scout Base, lo- 
cated on 250-fcct of waterfront properly, overlooking 
the Long Beach skyline, on Pier A, Long Beach Harbor. 


Their ship, The Volunteer, a 40-foot motor sailer, 


is just one of 14 vessels which make up the Sea Ex- 
plorer Base fleet. The base also has a sail loft, 12 
lockers and the headquarters building, which includes 
meeting rooms, a galley and a club room with fire- 
place which is used as an auxiliary meeting room. 


AS PAItT OF the Boy Scout program, the sea 


scouting activity of course is aided by funds contrib- 
uted to the Community Chesl. Local organizations also 
assist, however, by sponsoring {he individual ships. 


The Volunteer, for example, is sponsored by the 


Men's Club of the First Congregational Church. Var- 
ious groups of ihe Latter Day Saints Church sponsor

Flying Dutchman, East Side Christian Church.

13ut Peter Service, Robert's 


76-year-old brother, would not 
trade the Southland for Monaco, 
or Long Beach for Monte Carlo. 
He makes this his second home 
for five months of the year. 


With a 
delightful 
chuckle. 


Peter recalls how the 
first 


Service book got into print. 


"JIV BKOTHEit sent a bundle 


of those poems to Father, in 
Scotland, with a $100 check to 
cover the cost of printing." 
Peter's laugh was infectious. 
"Father was a canny hanker, 
wise to the ways of a dollar, and 
was thrown into a panic for fear 
Robert's writing poetry would 
jeopardize his job in a bank at 
White Horse, Yukon Territory. 


"Father grumbled, 'I don't 


know anything about publishing, 
and I couldn't care less.' I had 
gone with Father to pick up the 
mail, and remember that we 
wore passing a Methodist pub- 
lishing house. Father paused. 
The outside of the manuscript 
read, "Songs of a Sourdough," 
not very much like Methodist 
hymns, but we went in and laid 
the sheets on a table* behind 
which some men were talking. 
I knew the typesetter, for he 
often entertained our church 
groups with hts readings. 


"While Father and the man- 


ager were talking, somehow this 
fellow got hold of some of the 
poems. He started to read 'The 
Shooting of Dan McDrew' right 
there, and before he got through 
all work had stopped and every- 
one gathered around. 


Poet's brother. Peter, is 76, visits Long Beach fre- 
quently. Hero he poses with his grandchildren. 


"'We'll publish them,1 the 


manager said, handing Robert's 
check back to Father. 


"Rut Father was very Scot- 


tish, and couldn't change his 
mind easily. All my life I had 
heard him say, 'Not one in a 
million erer made money out 
of poetry.' Now, going down the 
street, be placed his arm across 
my shoulders and repeated those- 
"words." 


AT THIS point Peter had 


been so engrossed in talking of 
a time almost a lifcspan in the 
past, and a place halfway round 
the world, that he had to shake 
himself into the happy present. 


"My brother still is con- 


stantly writing," he went on, 
"but his writing today is very 


different from the virile product 
of the gold rush years. It is 
(hat of a man who cares a great 
deal about people. lie cannot 
abstain from writing. It is his 
lifeblood, and reason for living." 


Peter speaks with great un- 


derstanding a n d feeling for 
poetry. "But I b a v e n't my 
brother's genius for expression," 
he modestly says to any sug- 
gestion that he put down some 
of his colorful stories. 
He is 


approached 
almost 
daily 
by 


someone who wishes to discuss 
his brother. He obliges with: 


"Although Robert is 83. he 


keeps a fixed schedule of a 
swim, a walk, and a poem a 
day. 
He wants it that way 


every day he lives."

Percy Steidley, who's been about everywhere, is shown

J£VF,R SEE an entirely happy 


person? A man who is do- 


ing exactly what 
he 
wants 


to do? 


Meet Percy Lee Steidley, who 


on Sept. 18 will be 71 years old, 
a retired pi-inter and enthusias- 
tic globe-trotter. 


In the past seven years, Percy 


has traveled 117,619 miles. He 
has seen every place in the 
world he wants to see except 
Mexico City, and he will go 
there next. 


He has traveled by rickshaw 


in Hong Kong, he has ridden 
elephants in Ceylon and camels 
in Egypt. 


PEUCV'S WANDEKLUST be- 


Kan, he thinks, when as a boy 
he stood on the cirulcry tracks 
at his home town of South Mc- 
Alester, Indian Territory (now 
eastern Oklahoma), and watched 
the trains snort through on their 
way to Kansas City, St. Louis 
and Dallas. 


When he was 17, the boy be- 


gan going with the trains he 
rode the rods under freight 
trains, in box cars, on the tops 
of Pullmans. 


Three years before, he had 


begun his printing career, as a 
printer's devil on the News- 
Capital, a weekly paper. His 
salary, he recalls, was $2 for a 
54-hour week. 


Tirr.N iIK GitAouATrcn to 


setting type by hand at the 
cases, and pulling an old Wash- 
ington hand press, 
now for- 


tunately obsolete. 


"My mother had 
been 
a 


schoolteacher 
in the Ozarks" 


says Percy. "She noticed that 
printers always had work—may- 
be they didn't make much money 


but they always could get * 
job. I started 57 years ago, 
and I haven't been out of work 
a day since when I wanted to 
work." 


In 1921 he came to Long 


Beach, started on the Press, and 
stayed on the Pi-ess, the Press- 
Telegram and the Independent, 
Press-Telegram for 31 years. 


IIB SERVE!) ns president of 


the Typographical Union, presi- 
dent of the Central Labor Coun- 
cil, 
he is active in Masonic 


groups and the Eastern Star, 
and he served several terms as 
press chairman for the Califor- 
nia Grand Chapter Eastern Star. 


In 1950 Percy began traveling 


again. On a three-month trip lie 
flew to New York, took the 
Queen 
Eliznbctli to England, 


and toured England, Holland, 
Belgium and France, with stays 
in London, Amsterdam, Brussels 
and Paris. 


He came home, worked 11 


months, officially retired, and 
then in October 1952 started 
out again, this time on a four- 
month trip around the world. 
He sailed on the President Polk 
and saw Honolulu, Japan, Hong 
Kong, Manila, Singapore, Co- 
lombo, Bombay, Pakistan, Egypt 
and Italy. Roturnmg to New 
York in January 1933 he went 
to Washington to watch Eisen- 
hower's first inaugural parade, 
and then he went to Key West, 
Fla. 


IN OCTOBKR lor>S he took a 


cargo ship to South and Cen- 
tral America, 
visiting among 


other places Brazil, Venezuela, 
Uruguay, Argentina, Chile, Peru, 
Colombia, 
San 
Salvador 
and 


Guatemala. He visited the West 


Hobby 


Indies and got home the day 
after Christinas. 


Percy stayed 
home for 
a 


while, and then in May 1955 he 
took (he SS United Stales from 
New York to England. Me made 
nil overland torn- ot England, 
Scotland, 
Wales, 
the channel 


island of Jersey, then he went 
to France, Germany, Switzer- 
land, Austria, Jugoslavia, Syria, 
Lebanon, Jordan, Israel, Greece, 
Turkey and Portugal. 


Last February he left San 


Francisco on the SS Orsova of. 
the Orient Line, and set out to 
see the places he had missed 
before. 
He saw Suva In the 


Fiji Islands, he took a 16-day 
tour of New Zealand, a 13-day 
tour of Australia. He made a 
4,'100-mile trip from Australia 
to South Africa, wilh a slop at 
Durban, and he went around 
the Cape of Good Hope to Cape- 
town. Next, 4,-lGO miles to Las 
Palmas in the Canaiy Islands, 
then London, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Holland and home on 
the Queen Elizabeth.

"Well, yes," says Percy, "I 


travel middle class—not really 
top but not Ihc bottom, either. 
In foreign countries I stay in 
middle class hotels .or in the 
homes of the natives, if I can. 
I like to travel by motor bus— 
that way you get to see the 
country and the people. 


"I don't speak any language 


but L'nglish, but I'm pretty good 
at sign language." 


How 
does he 
finance 
his 


travels? 


"I bought war 
Ixinds, and 


when they matured 1 saved the 
money. . . . 1 live in an apart- 
ment in a coltafte at 3-15 E. 8th 
St. I do my own cooking. I 
don't drink or smoke or play 
the horses. ... I have my print- 
er's pension, Social Security and 
a little income on the side. My 
monthly intake is larger than 
my monthly outgo. I have a car, 
not a new one, but it runs. I 
like my way of life just fine." 


"Take things easy. Don't get 


excited. Speak your own lan- 
guage 
first. 
Don't buy more 


stuff than you will need, don't 
take sliiff you'll never unpack 
lint ill after you get home. Don't 
go down alloys looking for bar- 
gains. 
Don't exchange money 


on (he street - go to reputable, 
authorized places." 


How about clothes? 
"You

world," says Percy, "with two 
suits, a sports outfit, raincoat 
or topcoat, a hat, Nylon shirts 
and Nylon underwear, two pairs 
of shoes."

The figure story begins at 
the top of the pole and reads 
downward. 


THERE WERE SIX different 


types of totem poles and they 
ranged from a few feet to 80 
feet in height. 
The house pil- 


lar and the mortuary or "grave" 
poles, topped with the crest of 
the family of the dead person, 
were the principal ones. Others 
are heraldic, memorial, ridicule 
and potlatch poles. 


The ridicule or "shame" pole 


was erected by a rival chief be- 
fore the house of a chief who 
broke his word or behaved in a

source of NKLSOX w a s the

tiie Vikings who established set- 


tlements in Britain in the 9th 
century. "Nlal's Son" became 
the surname Kelson in England, 
Norway a n d Sweden. It was 
spelled Nielsscn in Denmark. 
Most Nelsons in America have 
Swedish or Norwegian ancestry. 
However John and Thomas Nel- 
son who had English forebears 
were early Pennsylvania resi- 
dents in 1741.

TIMES are back for 


the California oyster 
in- 


dustry, 
A business 
that once 


boompd and then waned. And 
the very growth that doomed 
the industry in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay region around the 
turn of the century is now 
creating the demand for this 
vitamin-rich product in the ex- 
panding population centers. This 
and improvements in the culture 
of oysters. 


In 1870 when transcontinental 


railroads spanned the United 
States to the West Coast car- 
loads of Eastern oyster "seeds" 
(tiny oysters are called seeds) 
\vere shipped and spread out in 
south San Francisco Bay. They 
supported a good market imtil 
the turn of the century when 
the waters became polluted, 
some say, due to the increase 
in population and heavy manu- 
facturing that was coming into 
the region. 


CALIFORNIA MAKINK biolo- 


gists in 1929 began new experi- 
ments 
with 
rapidly 
growing 


oyster "seeds" from Japan. The 
experiments w e r e successful. 
Drake's Day, Tomales Bay and 
Morro Bay were the 
throe 


leading areas developed and, 
until the l a s t 
World 
War, 


Drake's Bay in northern Cali- 
fornia, ranked first in produc- 
tion. 
Since that time, Morro 


Bay oyster l>ods along the cen- 
tral California Coast are taking 
the lead. Oyster culture has not 
developed commercially in the 
bays of Southern California. 


Dr. H. G. Orcutt, marine biolo- 


gist for the California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game at Stan- 
ford University, says there is an 
increase in both state and pri- 
vately owned waters planted to 
oysters since 1932 when only 3.- 
271 acres of tidelands were un- 
der 
cultivation. The present 


figure, is 1-1,000 acres being de- 
veloped. 


Four kinds of oysters 
are 


grown in bays along the Cali- 
fornia coast. The small Olympic 
oysters grow naturally in To- 
males and Humbolt Bays, but 
these 
tasty bivalves do not 


grow 
abundantly 
enough 
for 


commercial use. 


THREE OTIIK.K species are 


imported and cultivated. One of 
these is the Eastern 
oyster. 


These are shipped alive and full 
grown from the Atlantic Coast. 
Planted and cultivated in To- 
males Bay, they are used fresh 
daily for the markets of San 
Francisco. 


The third species is imported 


from the southern waters of 
Japan and is called the Kurna- 
moto by the Japanese. In this 
country it is called the Pacific 
oyster. When the tiny "seeds" 
are iiardy enough to make the 
long trip across the ocean I hey 
are imported in crates and are 
transplanted 
in t h e 
coastal 


waters of California, Oregon and 
Washington. This species thrives 
hcst in the colder temperatures 
of the bays of northern Cali- 
fornia and in Pnget Sound. The 
Pacific oyster, which grows to 
be three inches long within 12 
to 1-t months when they are 
ready fov harvesting, are par- 
ticularly good in cocktails.

oystcrmen set out minions' of 
old oyster shells for the now 
oysters to attach themselves to 
as they swim about searching 
for a clean hard object on which 
to settle. Oystcrmen here use 
plywood or lath clutches lor the 
larva lo cling to. After arriving 
in California waters they are 
spread out on sandy bottoms of 
the bay where they grow until 
harvest time. 


According to Dr. O r c u t t, 


oyster culture is similar to agri- 
culture in that the "seeds" are 
planted and the growing crop of 
oysters is cultivated and ripened 
for 
harvest. 
This 
is 
callotl 


"aquaculture" nnd the oyster 
grower is called an "aquaci.il- 
turist." 


"Aquaculture is very tricky." 


Dr. Orcutt explains, "the acqua- 
cultrist must know his business. 
The oysterman, like the farmer, 
faces problems in producing his 
crop. An example is that the 
oyster grower plants his "seeds"

on lands exposed at low tide. 
Those bottom lands musl be [irrn 
enough to prevent loss of grow- 
ing mollusks. The Giant Pacific 
oysters 
cultivated along 
the 


California Coast thrive in mud 
flats after attaching themselves 
to the clutches. These mud flats, 
however, arc too soft for the 
smaller Olympic oyster to grow 
in. 


"During the period of culti- 


vation the o y s t e r m c n must 
w a t c h the beds continually. 
Strong currents or wave action 
will pile oysters in rows, or will 
wash them away," Dr. Orcutt 
says. "Slit sometimes will pile 
up and ruin an entire crop. Win- 
ter and spring rains wash top 
soil from nearby farm lands." 


STIIJ, ANOTIIKK problem in 


oyster growing is a marine algae 
which looks like moss. 
When 


the weather is warm the algae 
spreads over the oyster beds 
forming a thick carpet. Decom- 
position of the bottom layers of 
this covering produces n con- 
centration of svnste which kills 
oysters. Marine biologists work 
conlantly with oystcrmen to 
combat this threat, comparable 
to soil farmers working to com- 
bat weeds. 


Other nests which are harmful 


to oyster beds before harvest 
time are the oyster drills. These 
are snails that cause thousands 
of dollars in damage to beds 
along parts of the Pacific Coast, 
but so far have not obtained a 
foothold 
in 
California 
oyster 


beds. These snails drill through 
the oyster's shell and suck out 
the tender meat. Every crate of 
"seeds" is carefully inspected by 
the State Fish and Game Dcpt. 
for these pests. 


The bat ray, a large fish with 


powerful 
jaws which 
ci ushes 


the oyster shell, eating the meat, 
shell and all, is another pest. 
Oystermen put lath fences about 
the beds to fend off this at- 
tacker. 


Starfish are found on oyster 


hods in California bays, but the 
damage they do is slight, and 
oystcrmen have little concern 
over them. 


Oyster culture is important to 


California's growing cities and 
towns for oysters have 
fine 


nutritional qualities. They are 
rich in proteins, vitamins and 
such elements as iodine, iron, 
copper, cobalt, phosphorous and 
manganese, all 
essential 
ele- 


ments to human diet.

grown successfully. It thrives 
out of doors in all frost-free sec- 
tions of the United States but 
should be given at least partial 
protection in other areas. Where 
freezes or frosts 
may affect 


plant growth or blossoms, the 
degree of protection required 
will vary with localized condi- 
tions. 


REPORTS FROM individuals 


who have grown Buddha for a 
number-of years indicate a spe- 
cial adaptability to West Coast 
conditions, notably in the area 
from San Diego to San Fran- 
cisco. In and around Los An- 
geles and throughout Southern 
California, plants and blooms 
of Buddha truly are superb, 
making the variety a "must 
have" for experts, enthusiasts 
and, in particular, for the multi- 
tude of home owners who desire

Unless frost-free seasons are

E FOLK feel that the 


time to plant dichoiidra is 


in the.,fall season, when grass 
lawns are renovated, and new 
lawns arc put in. There's no- 
thing 'wrong with planting di- 
chondra in the fall season, ex- 
cept that it takes many months 
lor it to grow together. In fact, 
it may take eight months for a 
fall -planted dichondra lawn to 
grow together.

Dichondra lawn planted now, 


whether from seeds or from 
flats, grows fast, anil should get 
a good 
toehold 
before cold 


weather sets in. The lawn may 
not be grown altogether, but it 
will be fairly well established. 


There are two ways to get a 


diehondra lawn. One is to plant 
it in bare soil, other is' to put 
it in an established grass lawn. 
Naturally, 'you'll have a pure 


Ti;hf is avail- ' 


abla in flats, approximately ' 17 
inches square! The turf is cut 
up in squares and planted. At 
this time of year, 'the squares' 
should be no smallet- than "inch' 
and a half liy inch' and "a half. 
Plant them in rows' spaced eight' 
inches apart from 'middle of 
one square to'riiiddlc of the next'1 


square. Rows should be eight 
inches apart. 
This suggested 


square size of dichondra and 
spacing requires approximately' 
25 flats of dichondra for ench 
thousand square foot arcs. Five 
sacks of. weed free manure 
should be evenly spread over 
same given area: 
Thereafter 


lawn should be kept moist till 
it has grown together, or until ' 
the 'rains come. 


If seed sowing is preferred, 


sow one pound per thousand 
squall feet. Spread evenly five 
sacks of steer manure over same. 
given area. Manure keeps soil 
from crusting and drying out 
quickly, and maintains an even 
moisture content. There's just..

BECAUSE ^-BATHER is hot 


and continues so for another 
month and a half or 'more, it 
isn't necessary to sow grass in- 
the dichondra. However, if pets 
or children run over the newly 
planted dichondra lawn, and 
track dirt into the house, then. 
it may he necessary to sow grass 
seed in order to cover the soil 
while, the dichondra is growing 
together.

"Periodic 
weeding" doesn't mean to weed 
when the mood strikes you.. It- 
means to weed when you dis- 
cover weeds. Luckily so far, we 
have been, able to keep our 15- 
ycar-old dichondra lawn clean 
of weeds. We .spend, about six 
hours a year liccpiiig' weeds but 
of approximately 12 hundred 
square foot..lawn. Soon as we 
spot a weed, a .handkerchief 
drops . over it, like a .target 
marker for a. bomber. We hot 
foot it to the front porch and 
pick up a screw driver or spjke 
sprinkler. With murder in mind, 
wg gleefully root out the weed. 


Where weeds are a mess in an 


established dichondra lawn, you 
can gradually crowd them out 
by mowing the lawn close and 
often. "Close" means to prac- 
tically scalp the lawn, but with- 
out doing so. Cut close without 
injuring 
the lawn. 
Continue 


mowing close every five days 
from >farek through October. 
Feed about every two months 
with a dichondra food, and keep 
lawn moist. Wends blossom in 
sun, whereas dichondra flowers 
in shade. Close mowing clips off 
flowers so they don't set seeds. 
Because dichondra continues to 
multiply from -flowers to seed, 
and weeds do not, eventually di- 
chondra crowds back the weeds! 
Several 
gardeners 
have had 


good success in. following this 
method of crowding back weeds 
in dichondra lawns. But it re- 
quires 
patience 
and 
follow- 


through. . 


Gardening Tips 


GARDEN TIPS tr the week 


. . . During the summer, lawns 
should be thoroughly soaked. A 
light sprinkling is almost worse 
than no water at all. 


Vine-like plants now growing 


vigorously should be thoroughly 
ti'cllised to prevent their becom- 
ing topheavy. They may also re- 
quire some thinning out. 


Zinnias, which flower quickly, 


can still be grown from seed. 
They are excellent for cut flow- 
ers as well as in the outdoor 
garden. 


In Southern California, we 


seem to get the best sweet peas 
if we plant them around the 
end of August. 


If you really want prize sweet 


peas, it is best to prepare the 
sweet pea bed, two to three 
weeks before you plant them, in 
the following manner: 
Dig a 


trench at least two feet deep 
and 18 inches wide. Place a 
generous amount of good, clean 
cow manure in the bottom of the 
trench; then add a layer of soil 
and mix the two thoroughly. 
Add another layer of humus un- 
less you prefer using decom- 
posed 
leaf 
mold or compost 


(these are equally as good) and 
fill the remainder of the trench 
with soil. Again mix thoroughly 
and water down. Let it remain 
until you're ready to plant. It 
helps, too, to add just bone meal 
about a half pail full to a row 
20 to 25 feet long.

PET PARADE 
Feed Pets for Fitness 


By Eleanor Avery Price 


«ET FEEDING today would 


appear to be no problem, 


what with the variety of foods 
for animals offered in grocery 
and pet stores. 


Each pet, however, is an in- 


dividuul, and each owner must 
be guided by experience ac- 
quired from experimenting, with 
assistance, if necessary, from 
someone qualified to offer sug- 
gestions such as a veterinarian 
who knows that dietary require- 
ments vary. For example, an 
active or norvons breed of dog 
needs 25 to 50 per cent more 
calorie intake than a calmer 
dog. Also, an older dog needs 
more protein than a younger 
one, and a growing puppy often 
seems bottomless at mealtime! 


Cats usually are wise enough 


to eat just what their bodies 
require. Dogs, however, may 
o v e r e a t and even consume 
spoiled food if it is available. 
A fat dog is subject to a host of 
ills, has less pep and is likely to 
die young, hence the great need 
to feed dogs carefully. 


IT IS OFTEN SAID that 


. meat is a clog's (and a cat's) 
natural food, since his ances- 
tors lived on game they caught 
hunting. It should be rcnuMn- 
berod that arlmals in *heir wild 
state were move active a.', d they 
also were wise enough to eat 
mineral-rich organs, grains and 
other foods in the animals' di- 
gestive tracts and so could bal- 
ance their own diets. 


Meat alone does not contain 


ail the mli.erals and vitamins 
needed, nor enough 
carbohy- 


drates and fat. Some commer- 
cially prepared foods provide 
all the food essentials, but to 
be on the safe side, supplemen- 
tary foods such as meat scraps, 
bacon-drippings, 
liver, 
heart, 


broth, broiled fish (no bones), 
cottage cheese, milk, soft-boiled 
eggs, cooked carrots and string 
beans, tomatoes, breakfast ce- 
reals and baby foods may be 
offered the cat and dog, along 
with vitamin?, if such foods ap- 
pear to agree with the pet.

grow best, offer it regularly 
und follow the directions. ' In. 
some instances the labels on dog 
food suggest self-feeding of dry 
food instead of mixing a cer- 
tain a m o u n t with water or 
other liquid. This is an easy 
and often excellent way to feed 
a dog, but remember that some 
dogs will o v e r - c a t if not 
watched. Also, if the dog is 
one that docs not drink much 
water, his food should always 
be offered moistened, otherwise 
serious intestinal disorders may 
result. On the other hand,. if 
the dog drinks a great deal of 
wator, his drinking container 
should bo removed a little while 


before mealtime so that he will 
eat the proper amount of food 
without bloating. 


Kittens and puppies should 


start out with four meals daily. 
By the time the pet is six to 
eight 
months 
of age, meals 


should be reduced to two. If 
the dish isn't cleaned up within 
a reasonable time, pick it up 
and offer fresh food at the next 
regular feeding time. Don't fret 
if the pet skips an occasional 
meal and don't give in if it 
holds out for favorite foods. 


Guide the pet with firmness 


to a proper diet that isn't con- 
stantly u n d e r g o i n g radical 
changes.

largest militarized Fascist organizations in the U.S.

These arc a kind of secret police and strike-breaker 
units." 


Earl lirowder, deposed L'.S. Communist leader, is

These three typical distortions are drawn from the 


latest word picture — or caricature — of the United 
States which the Kremlin is trying to project to 800,- 
000,000 people. They appear in the new edition of 
the Great Soviet Encyclopaedia, whose long (85,000 
words) and long-awaited article on the U.S. is aston 
ishing, impressive— - and dangerous. 


The Great Soviet Encyclopaedia is Communism's 


most authoritative single source of general informa- 
tion. Officials, teachers, journalists, scholars and prop- 
agandists lean on it heavily. Although "Ivan," Russia's 
man-in-the-strcjel, may never pick up a copy, his opin- 
ion of the U.S. and its people will be vastly influenced 
by it. The "news" Ivan reads, the speeches he hears, 
the lessons he learns about America will be hasod on 
this fabric of facts, unfacts and misfacti. 


Here is the long-range Soviet "party line" toward

Russia's man-in-the-street now gets 'facts' on the 


dramatically. But in this article Soviet attitudes are 
frozen for-years to mine — perhaps for decades. 


And the article cannot be dismissed simply as a 


park of lies. Trie editors and authors package truth 
and falsehood together astutely. They cite figures from 
well-respected sources. They present the U.S. in a 
form that will surely seem convincing -- behind the 
Iron Curtain--to present-day readers and, unhap- 
pily, to coming Communist generations as well. 


During a visit to Moscow in J955 I met the top 


officials of the Encyclopaedia. They didn't want to talk 
about their forthcoming article on the U.S. They said 
it wasn't ready, that it would appear in Volume 39 
In return for my offer of a set of the Encyclopaedia 
Hntanmca, they offered to send rne their first 33 vol- 
umes, plus new volumes as they came off the presses. 


He Sees Us As Strong... 


Recently Volume 39 arrived. With a translators help 


I analyzed the article on the U.S. It runs tu 97 pages 
of type, with seven maps, 24 tables of statistics and 
r ^"r!""'5;.'1 U Sh°rt" lhan lho artidc °" the 
U.S.b.R m the Encyclopaedia Britannica. It is shorter 
— and less friendly — than the article on the U S 
ui the fir,, edition of the Soviet Encyclopaedia, pub- 
lished years ago during wartime. 


Over the past decade I've studied world-wide Com- 


munist propaganda as it steadily predicted calamilv 
and catastrophe for the U.S. economy. Thus to me the 
most surprising quality of this article is the impres- 
sion „ conveys of America's strength. "Industry in the 
L.S. „ highly mechanized and automatic machinery 


is being rapidly developed," say the Soviet contribu- 
tors. "New techniques constantly are being perfected 
and applied." 


With its own people, the Kremlin doesn't intend . 


to underestimate America's physical strength. Page 
after page portrays the 
formidable magnitude of 


America's economic accomplishments.

1'Iiotographs depict Manhattan skyscrapers, Chi- 


cago's lakcfronl, shols of New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Fargo. There are glimpses of giant dams, Texas oil 
derricks, an oil refinery at Baton Kongo, ore conveyors, 
a king-sized stamping press, an Anaconda copper 
smeller.

In preparing the material that will, indirectly, in- 


fluence hundreds of millions of people, the editors 
and writers draw a sharp distinction between the 
American people and the "monopoly capitalists" they 
claim control our government. They wrap their fac- 
tual descriptions in two gargantuan falsehoods: 1) 
that ordinary Americans are impoverished victims of 
the rich, and 2) that our system can continue to ex- 
pand only by aggressive wnr. 


The editors, in fact, seemed lo feel sorry for me, 


because Encyclopaedia llritannica doesn't have whal 
they choose to call a "world view." Britamiica obvi- 
ously is guilty of "cosmopolitanism." 


What is this "world view" of (heirs? It is the attempt 


to apply the Marxist-Leninist philosophy to explain 
past and present, and to predict the future. It preaches 
that under the Soviet "dictatorship of the proletariat" 
a new world order is inevitable, through victorious

U.S. from a huge, detailed-and distorted-encyclopedia 


struggle against "capitalist and Imurgeois classes.'" It 
toadies that "true .democracy" can exist only under 
Communism, that Western forms (iK self-goi-crmnenl 
merely mask capitalist control of the masses through 
"bourgeois" systems of la\v, clliies and religion. It 
teaches thai the. happiness of present generations, and 
all individual rights, must he sacrificed — that any 
means are justified to achieve Communist ends. 


... He Sees Us As Weak 


I he "world view" splits the world into two camps. 


The capitalist camp is led by the U.S. - reactionary, 
decadent, disintegrating, doomed by the irresistible 
march of history, as they write it. The second camp, 
led by the U.S.S.R. ("the fatherland of all the work- 
ers") is the only hope for world pence and what they 
call "harmonious cooperation." The Hungarians and 
Poles, among others, have found this harmony a 
rugged experience. 


This interpretation, of course, is scarcely new. It is 


the standard Communist fare. The typical Ivan has 
-been exposed to it, directly and indirectly, for years. 
Bnl, using it as a basis of thinking, the article's writers 
and editors come up with these new and monstrous 
distortions of the U.S. and its past: 
• The U.S. Constitution as promulgated in I 789 was 
"the legislation of bourgeois dictatorship over the pop- 
ular masses." 
• Woodrow Wilson, during his Presidency, revealed 
himself "a servant of big monopolies." Mis 14 Points 
for peace after World War 1 were an "imperialist 
|>eacc plan." 


• The Harding, Coolidge and Hoover administra- 
tions led in "the policy of restoring German mili- 
tarism." 
• In World War I! the Second Prom was opened 
only when it became evident "the Soviet Army was 
capable of liberating Euruix; and 'occupying all 
Germany." 
• The Truman Doctrine marked the start of U.S. im- 
perialism in the Middle Kast, while at home reaction- 
ary measures were being taken, against the working 
class. 
• By "intervention in the Korean civil war," U.S. 
reactionary circles tried to promote expansionist plans 
in China. But U.S. armed forces suffered military 
defeat, and had to agree to an armistice. 


Communism's "world view" also dramatizes un- 


solved problems Americans freely admit, and aims at 
issues which divide Americans and tend to alienate us 
from our friends. Here are some ways the Encyclo- 
paedia claims we fail to practice what we preach: 
• in many states, "considerable masses of cili/cns, 
particularly Negroes" are denied voting rights. 
• Although the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that segre- 
gation of school children is unconstitutional, in many 
Southern states the decision is ignored or opposed. 
• fn U.S. schools, "there were, not enough teachers 
and every year their number was being reduced." 
• Postwar U.S. budgets show a "vast proportion of 
taxpayers' money spent on defense." Huge public debt 
and inflation, the licds say, result from "militariza- 
tion of the country's economy." 


The Soviet leaders set out to hide from their citi- 


zens that Americans are steadily making our country 
a better place for all its inhabitants. Any such admis- 
sion would puncture "the world view." 


As the Reds-sec them, what .are the conditions of 


American life today? Here are two samples: 
• Sixty-two per cent of all families have incomes 
below the minimum standard of living. 
• During the period 1945-1953, "there was an abso- 
lute and relative impoverishment of the working class." 


When Russians hear or read such-gross misstalc- 


ments, they often l>elieve them. This is possihlc only 
because of the isolated condition of the Russian people. 
Their "world view" thus is a form oi impaired vision. 
Yet I know from my own visits to Moscow that the 
average.Ivan hales neither America nor Americans; 
be may have a warped picture of it, but he wants 
to know about it and.usually is willing M listen. 


Let's Take the Initiative'

O Is a true guidcd-missile unit, already arc 
replacing fighter-bomber squadrons? Will 
missiles take over our tactical air arm? 
* °VT Matador surface-to-surface missile 
units now are stationed overseas, along with 
manned aircraft. And we are planning the 
development of advanced missiles in the 
200-1,500 mile range. All these will (ake 
over a part of our tactical air tasks eventually 
O Will antiaircraft missiles become a substi- 
tute \or interceptor planes? 
A Interceptor missies will first complement 
ami ultimately replace short- and medium- 
range manned interceptors. The Bomarc 
soon to be in operation, will be the first air- 
defense miSSi|e ,vith the rangc Qf an jn(er 
ceptor plane and the higher performance of 
a missile. Combining this with Bomarcs very 
high rate of fire and quick response gives us 
a weapon, several times more effective than 
any other available. 
Q Will u>e need intercontinental bombers 
after the intercontinental missiles are per- 
fecteil? 


A The need naturally will be somewhat re- 
duced. But the first missiles will lack the 
high degree of accuracy manned weapons 
now have. The Snark intercontinental missile 


• -soon will be operational. The Rascal soon will 


be available to permit our B-47s to hit tar- 
gets without penetrating heavy inner de- 
fenses. But for some targets, manned bombers 
will be superior for a long time. 
Q What role will the airplane play in the 
guided-missite age? 
* It will continue to be important 
for 


air transportation, supply, "small war" troop 
support, reconnaissance, patrol. But our fu- 
ture manned aircraft will not all be planes as 
we know them. They will be manned rockets 
and space craft. 
Q Only 30 years ago, the Army considered 
the cavalry more important than the Air 
Force. Is there a similar clique today in the 
Air Force that would obstruct the advance of 
the missile? 
A .To this question I must answer an em- 
phatic No. Despite propaganda, the Air Force 
has the most progressive missile program of 
any of the services. But we cannot risk na- 
tional security by replacing our proven weap- 
ons with unprovcn ones prematurely. 
Q Do you believe the three services should 
continue to share in missile planning and 
production? Or would it be more efficient 
to 


consolidate under one service? 
A Each service should manage the develop- 
ment, production and employment of weap- 
ons required to accomplish its missions. This 
is as true for missiles as for any weapon. 
Q Has the Army developed a better inter- 
mediate missile than the Air force?

A It still is too early to tell/But in either case 
I do not expect their differences will be great. 
Q Are Russian missile scientists equal to our 
own in technology? 
A Russia always has had very competent 
scientific talent.. Their recent advancements 
indicate excellent ability. Their missile tech- 
nology now should be equal to our own. 
Q Which country do you think will develop 
the first intercontinental missile? 
A We believe Russia has made considerable 
progress, furnishing an increasing threat to 
the U.S. and the free world. But T would like 
to emphasize that our basic objective is to 
create weapons systems which, because of 
their capability to deliver nuclear firepower, 
represent a continuing deterrent to would-be 
aggressors. Thus it is not of overpowering sig- 
nificance which country obtains the first 
ICBM. 
Q Which country is ahead in developing 
intermediate and shorter-range missiles? 
A The Soviet program now appears to be 
sufficient to attain an arsenal of operational 
missiles for various purposes. We should 
recognize the emphasis they must be placing 
on missiles. 
Q Are you satisfied with our missile progress? 
A J am very satisfied with the technical prog- 
ress of our missile programs and feel we are 
providing for the development of high- 
performance, quality weapons systems for the 
future. 
Q Do you think we should spend more money 
on missile research? 
A Yes. If we are to assure ourselves of con- 
tinuing supremacy, an increase in funds may 
deserve consideration. 
Q What can the public do to help win the 
missile'race? 


A It should realize the high cost of these 
new weapons and their importance to na- 
tional security. It should give maximum sup- 
port to expenditures for their development. •

Everyone, these days, is concerned 
about what to do with leisure time. 
And everyone is especially concerned 
about what teenagers do with it — in- 
cluding you and you and you. 


Recently I attended a panel discus- 


sion on this subject in Chicago. It was 
held at an international youth confer- 
ence sponsored by the Augustana 
Luther l-eague (a religious organiza- 
tion dedicated to bringing about a bet- 
ter ChriSjlia/i world). 


Approximately 5,000 delegates from 


this country and 15 other nations — 
all between 14 and 21 —^ attended the 
four-day conference, and their" views 
on leisure lime (only one of the topics 
debated) are worth noting. So much 
so, that I decided to conduct a panel 
discussion myself while there, with 
just a few of the representatives at the 
meeting. 


First, let's find out exactly what "lei- 


sure time" is. Mr. Webster (the dic- 
tionary) says: Leisure is "freedom from 
necessary occupation." 


•And, to go a little further: What do 


we do with this freedom? Perhaps this 
is where our panel can help. 


Jane Westberg (16), 
of Chicago, 


says: "I don't believe there's any such 
thing as leisure time. You have to be 
doing something, all the time." 


A West Orange, N.J., delegate, Phyl- 


lis Gustafson (16), thinks she averages 
an hour each afternoon and two eve- 
nings a week. Her idea of leisure in- 
cludes Luther League, choir, parties. 


Pamela Bennett (16),-of Chicago, 


spoke up: "I like to use ny leisure to 
swim, play tennis and write poetry." 


Well, do you agree?-Should your 


leisure be spent constructively, doing 
something? 


One of our panelists doesn't. She 


believes that even talking can be a 
favorite pastime — "especially among 
us girls. There doesn't have to be any 
positive result. We may be just cutting 
up, but it's relaxing." 


But almost everyone agreed with 


Ardith Linn of Elliott, Iowa, who 
thinks leisure is the "time to choose 
what you want to do most." 


There never was any question of 


what you could do with free time. The 
list is endless: movies, TV, radio, rec- 
ord playing, extracurricular school ac- 
tivities (athletics, dramatics, glee club, 
orchestra,cheer-leading), reading,even 
phone calls. 


A Range of Opinions 


The question really is.: What should 


you do with kisurc time? 


John Olson (20) of Gkndale, Calif., 


believes that "what will please God 
should come first. Time equals life," 
he says, "and when you waste time, you 
waste life." 


At this, point in the discussion, one 


girl asked if just riding in a car up and 
down the main street was a proper use 
of leisure. 


Cruising around, John answered, is 


better than parking for a couple of 
hours. 


Surprisingly, little mention was 


made of dating. But Tim Hay, of Min- 
neapolis, raised a laugh with: "I go 
steady — every day and week ends. My 
leisure time is gone right there."

Teen-Agers Are Good Drivers 
Juvenile Expert Says

The traffic division director of the Long Beach Juvenile 


Bureau Saturday described most teen-agers between 16 and 
38 as "good drivers" and appealed to the public to stop iden- 
tifying them with reckless driving. 


Juvenile Officer C. F.. Richie, who has directed the juve- 


nile traffic division here for the past six years, declared that 
the 16-18 year olds are "not guilty" of the public impression 
that all teen-agers are reckless drivers. 


"Police records indicate that youths between 16 and 18 


are relatively careful drivers," said Richie. "Reckless driving 
is prevalent in the age group ]S-25, but we should give these 
younger drivers the credit they deserve." 


To emphasize the outstanding record of safety compiled 


here by juvenile drivers. Richie pointed out that in the past 
year and one-half not a single traffic death has been caused by 
a youth between 16 and IS. 


In that same period of time, adults have slaughtered 74 


persons on the local highways.

"WE SHOULD TAKE a more positive approach with this. 


teen-age group," said Richie. "For years we have been includ- 
ing these youngsters in a 16-25 age bracket and telling them 
what stinkers they are as drivers. That's like beating a mule 
over the head when it balks. It's not going to get us anywhere. 
It just stirs up a feeling of resentment in younger people 
against adults. 


"I have a lot of faith in these youngsters. We should recog- 


nize them as good drivers and allow them to take pride in 
their accomplishments. If we do this, they will be much more 
cooperative with law enforcement authorities as they grow 
older." 


James B. Worsham, manager of the Long Beach Safety 


Council, said national safety records also indicate that 16-18 
year olrts are careful drivers. 


"One thing these juveniles need is a pat on the back occa- 


sionally instead of wholesale condemnation for what an older 
group does," he said.

RICHIE, THE JUVENILE TRAFFIC OFFICER, twice 


each week holds interviews with 16-18 year olds who have 
been issued citations for traffic violations. Parents are re- 
quired to appear with their offspring, and they receive a.brief- 


ing as to parental responsibility while the young drivers are 
warned of possible loss of driving privileges and advised in 
the ways of safe .driving. 


These juvenile traffic division interrogations ar» held 


each Wednesday and_ Friday from 2 to 7 p.m. at the City 
Health Center. They are informal and strictly private. 


In most instances, Officer Richie is able to straighten out 


the juvenile offender without having to 'send the young driver 
to juvenile court. With parental consent—and most parents 
•give it readily—he is able to suspend a youngster's license for 
a short period oE time, and this time»is used as a period of 
concentration on the value of safe driving. Serious traffic of- 
fenses and habitual offenders are referred to juvenile court 
for action, however, 


Richie is warm in his praise of the driver education pro- 


grams now being conducted in schools at the high school level, 
and he regards his work as a continuation of this program. He 
also feels that drag strip operations, such as the one conducted 
by the Lions Club on 223rd St. just cast of Alameda Blvd., 
provide a useful service by permitting youngsters to "get speed 
out of their system" with a maximum of safety. 


LAST YEAR 3,830 16-18 year-old drivers were issued, dta- ' 


tions in Long Beach. Speeding was the biggest cause, with 
1,135 cases reported. Drivers license violations came next, 958, 
and then came defective mufflers, 660; defective lights, 578;" 
signal violations, 470; no license, 243; boulevard stop violations', 
228. Of the total speeding violations, only 180 cases involved! • 
"speed contests," so often associated with Juveniles. Violations 
at night exceeded those by day by almost 3 to 1, and boys out-" 
numbered girls as traffic offenders by about 16-1. 


Richie believes that one important reason why drivers in 


the 18-25 year group have such bad records is because they are 
not given credit for good driving conduct when they "are 16-18 
years old. 


When they turn 18 and graduate from high school, they 


break away from close parental supervision, he observes; they 
are suddenly treated like adults, and they are unjustly lumped 
into a driving group with a bad reputation. 


"The incentive to be careful drivers just isn't there," said 


Richie. "You get the impression that a teen-ager is something 
to avoid, whereas 95 per cent of thenp are darned good kids. 
It's folly to condemn'them."

ONLY FEW YEARS AWAY 


Secret of Life Near Disclosure 


MOSCOW W — Science was 


pictured Saturday as being on 
the verge of cracking the secret 
of how life began. 


Two American scientists at an 


international symposium on the 
age-old mystery said the solu- 
tion is only a matter of years 
away. 


The scientists seek to dupli- 


cate in the laboratory what they 
say the forces of nature did at 
the beginning of time. They want 
to create a living thing in a test 
tube. 


"Don't expect to see a little 


boy or little girl crawl out of a 
test tube." s.aid one of them. The 
created life, he said, wi!l be 
some microscopic matter which 
somehow has been given the 
impetus of the living. 


S. L. Mij'ler, a Columbia Uni- 


versity biochemist who was one. 
of nine Americans at the sym-| 
posium, looked optimistically all 
the progress being made. 


"I 
believe we will see 
life 


created in the laboratory with- 
in our lifetime," he said. 


AXOTHKB AMERICAN', Mel- 


vir. Calvin of the University of 
California in Berkeley, had this 
to say: 


"Many things can interrupt. 


Discovery could he thousands of 
years away. But I do not believe 
that. I would say life under 
laboratory conditions is a few 
dozen years ahead—three dozenj 
years." 


A. I. Oparin. the Soviet Union's 


foremost academician and chief 
arranger of the symposium, said 
"we make progress week by 
week." 


The symposium opened last 


Monday when scientists from 17 
nations gathered in Moscow's 
trade union meeting hall. It 
closed Saturday. 


"The meeting has been fruit- 


ful in several details," said Linus 
Pauling, the Nobel prize-winning 
chemist from the California In- 
stitute of Technology at Pasa- 
dena. 


"."s'ofhing startlingly' new was 


brought out here in Moscow," 
he said. "Ail major findings dis- 
cussed were known but technical 
progress was made. 


"It's 
amazing 
how 
closely', 


scientists in their work all over 
the world parallel each other." 


But one California scientist 


who asked not to be identified j 
differed in one respect. He said:' 


"Soviet scientists would like 


all of us to believe that only 
their political doctrine, mental 
approach and lack of religious 
beliefs are capable of creating 
a climate wherein the origin of 
life can be discovered. 


"Most of us do not agree and 


we find great pleasure and con- 
solation in the reading lists and 
references given at the end of 
all Soviet scientific papers. In- 
variably the sources are nearly 
hnlf American ir. addition 
to 


numerous British sources." 


CAI.VIN SAID that the Soviet 


scientists, who appeared to aver- 
age 15 years older than the 


\mericans, are heavily empha- 
sizing studies of life. 


"They seem to have been or- 


dered to a crash program on the 
subject," he said. 


"They till me they' can get 


very quick translations of for- 
eign texts and papers while 
sometimes we have to wait up 
to six months to get English 
translations from Russian." 


Oparin's latest book on the 


origin of life was translated and 
published in London a year after 
it was published in Russian. It 
is the most recent of 12 highly 
detailed reviews on discoveries 
and theories. 


Before the conference opened, 


Oparin said the scientists had 
not expected to come up with 
any answers to the secret of 
life. But he said the symposium 
would add to man's knowledge. 


Oparin emphasized that scien- 


tists must co-operate to find the 
solution to life's secret. The 
answer, he said, "cannot be sup- 
plied .by one man, one country 
or one type of scientist." 


The visiting scientists headed 


for Leningrad after the confer- 
ence closed to see Soviet scien- 
tific institutions. The Americans 
are expected to reach home by 
Wednesday.

The 
other .hits through transfusions 
of whole blood or plasma from 
someone who even unwittingly 
harbors the dangerous cousin in 
his bloodstream. 


Each infects the liver, bring- 


ing fever, nausea, weakness and 
later jaundice. 


As yet there is ne quick, sure 


treatment. But medical research 
is stepping up efforts to crack 
this tough problem. 


Health officials report the dis- 


ease is causing more and more 
sickness. Estimates range from 
20,000 to 50,000 cases annually, 
with up to 1,000 deaths. 


One factor is that it may take 


weeks or months, to recover nor- 
mal health. Victims must get 
plenty of rest, follow a careful 
diet, and foreswear alcohol to 
avoid further liver damage.

ONE TYPE OF VIKTJS causes 


epidemic or infectious hepatitis. 
It is spread through food or 
water contaminated with virus 
eliminated by other humans. 
Crowding and poor sanitation 
help it spread insidiously. 


Its cousin is known as homo- 


logous serum jaundice, or trans- 
fusion jaundice. It doesn't cause 
as many cases of sickness. 


But this virus can be carried 


without harm at all in the blood 
of apparently 
normal people. 


When they donate blood, the 
virus can flare up in a person 
receiving the transfusion. 


Or this virus from one donor 


can infect many pints of pooled 
blood plasma. 


Cases of serum jaundice have 


also been linked with faulty 
sterilization of h y p o d e r m i c 
needles or other instruments.

THE KED CROSS refuses to 


accept as blood donors anyone 
who is known to have a history 
of jaundice, or to have been ex- 
poped recently to hepatitis. 


And, says Dr. Margaret Sloan 


of the National Research Coun- 
cil. "It is probable that various 
improvements over the last few 
years in methods of processing 
plasma greatly reduce the haz- 
ard from pooled plasma." 


Shots of gamma globulin can 


preveent infectious hepatitis if 
given early enough. But gamma 
globulin is apparently not able 
to prevent the transfusion type 
of the liver ailment.

MOST PEOPLE recover from 


hepatitis 
after 
six to eight 


weeks' illness, but 5 to 15 per 
cent suffer new attacks or re- 
lapses. Physicians say this is 
generally because they swing 
back into normal activities too 
soon. 


Hepatitis in the acute or first- 


flare stage kills 1 to 2 per cent 
of victims, says Dr. Norman B. 
McCullough of the U.S. Public 
Health Service. Another 2 to 5 
per cent eventually develop cir- 
rhosis of the liver and die in 
five to 15 years. 


Some physicians have report- 


ed promising results from using 
a combination of hormones and 
antoibiotics. 


As yet there has been little 


luck in producing the hepatitis 
virus in the laboratory or in 
animals to learn its nature and 
a good defense. 


It may have to wait -upon 


some new idea or approach, a 
"brainstorm out of the blue," to 
solve the problem, Dr. McCul- 
lough says.

Legal Quibbles May 
Harm City's Case 


APPARENTLY FEARFUL of testimony that might 


imply the city's legal liability for subsidence dam- 


Bge, the City Council has voted to place City Atty. 
Jacobson in full charge of the preparation and presen- 
tation of the city's case to the legislative interim com- 
mittee on subsidence coming here in early October. 


When it took this action, the Council called upon 


the Subsidence Advisory Committee to submit to 
Jacobson a report on the information it has gathered 
and any fecommendation it might have for the legisla- 
tive presentation. 


The latter action has raised a question as to the 


status .of the advisory committee—a question that 
should be cleared up at once by the Council. Some have 
interpreted it as meaning the committee has been dis- 
charged. 


This committee, composed of representatives of the 


city, the Shipyard Employes Association and the sub- 
sidence committee of the Chamber of Commerce, has 
worked for months to develop the factual data on sub- 
sidence and a draft of proposed legislation to deal with 
it. It should continue to serve through the legislative 
hearings, and full use should be made of this group in 
the preparation and presentation of the city's case to 
the interim committee. 


It may .not have been the intent of the Council to 


deactivate the subsidence advisory committee. But in- 
asmuch as the question has been raised, a vote of con- 
fidence in the committee is definitely in order, and this 
can best be given by appropriate action at Tuesday's 
meeting to assure its continuance. It would be folly to 
fail to capitalize to the fullest extent on this commit- 
tee's work and knowledge.

WHILE CONCERN over-the liability question is 


proper, it should not be allowed to divert the city's 
effort from the main objective—the arresting of sub- 
sidence. It is conceivable that the city's presentation, 
by attempting to skirt any matters that migh be ap- 
plied to the question of liability, could become so timid 
and devious as to prove ineffectual. We must not let 
ourselves be led into a head in the oil-sands policy that 
could defeat the primary purpose. 


City Atty. Jacobson has warned that the city 


testimony should avoid any assumptions or suggestions 
that subsidence has been caused by the extraction of 


. gas, oil and water from the Wilmington field. It is ap- 


parently on that basis that the Council decided to place 
full responsibility for preparation and presentation in 
his hands. 


This appears to put primary emphasis on the legal 


questions. -But it is clear that this is not purely a legal 
matter. The problem is three-fold in character—poli- 
tical, engineering and legal. 


It could best be dealt with as was originally indi- 


cated when the advisory committee was appointed, with 
the City Manager coordinating the preparation and 
presentation with the advisory committee. Full use 
should be made of the corps of technical experts hired 
to develop a feasible engineering plan. And of course 
the City Attorney should be the consultant and advisor 
on all legal problems, including that of liability. 


*

THE COUNCIL'S ACTION of last week, however 


well intended, failed to assure an effective presentation 
on a matter of vast importance. It left the advisory 
committee's status in doubt and it indicated a 
one- 


sided view of the problem. 


The people who suffer through subsidence are not 


going to be satisfied if the Council takes refuge in legal 
quibbles. It cannot escape responsibility for produc- 
ing a positive program for compiling all the pertinent 
facts on subsidence and presenting them to the Legisla- 


ture in such a way as to insure appropriate action. 


If it fails in that key responsibility, a separate pres- 


entation by a citizens group may have to be under- 
taken. The Council still has time to assure a solid-front 
approach. Disjointed presentations have done the city 
no good in past legislative experiences.

WASHINGTON—There is something refreshing about

was this:

There isn't any need to 


'imitate Mr. Truman, for there 
are 
dignified ways to deal 


with a hostile Congress. Mr. 
Eisenhower, to a remarkable, 
degree, retains the esteem of 
the American people. He has 
no selfish interest in govern- 
ment or politics. He is not 
eligible for a third term. His 
reward can come only in the 
satisfaction that he has served 
the American people faith- 
fully. The .President's efforts 
to conciliate rather than to 
antagonize Congress have been 
in conformity with his whole 
approach to problems of hu- 
man conflict. For this reason, 
he has a real oportunity to 
cary to the American people 
his case for the enactment of 
a constructive legislative pro- 
gram. 


Mr. Eisenhower needs only 


to go back to first principles 
and explain to the country 
why the.American system of 
government cannot be effec- 
tive, if it is divided in a time 
of crisis. It is especially dan- 
gerous when a lack of respon- 
sibility is manifested. 


After all, Mr. Eisenhower 


might well argue that, in the 
elections of 1956, the nation 


did place the responsibility for 
the legislative program in Con- 
gress on the Democratic party. 
This is an inescapable fact 
and so simple that every voter 
who understands the principles 
of the Constitution can grasp 
it at once. For the President - 
cannot by himself make the 
laws nor cap he use any force 
except the force of public 
opinion to persuade Congress 
to pass the laws he recom- 
mends and is willing to sign.

ANOTHER IF is implied in his defini- 


tion of a primary: "An election in which only 
mpmbers of a party take part for the pur- 
pose of selecting the candidates they all 
will get behind at the following general elec- 
tion contest with the other party's candi- 
dates." 


From the.' party standpoint, it would be 


fine IF all would get behind the party's 
nominees after a primary contest. 
But 


there's no assurance that will happen in any 
primary, and if it did, on the Democratic 
side, Republicans wouldn't get elected in 
California. If Democrats "all got behind" 
Democratic candidates, it would be a sad day 
for the GOP in a state where its well be- 
hind in voter registration. But of course, 
"all" the Democrats never do. 


What Rep. Hosmer really means is that 


Republicans ought all to get behind the 
nominated Republican candidates after the 
primary. As a Republican and a good Con- 
gressman who always gets a barrel of Demo- 
cratic votes, he can't possibly want the 
Democrats to apply the sami standards. 


Rep. Hosmer, we can be sure, is sending 


his memo only to Republicans. 


THE LOCAL Congressman no doubt ex- 


pressed the wish of nlost Republicans when 
he suggests the need for the contenders 
carrying on their campaigns in such a way as 
not to hurt the party's chances in the suc- 
ceeding general election. 


It won't be easy, .however, if the Knight- 


Knowlarid fight develops. Gov. Knight, in 
announcing for re-election, took a shot at 
Sen. Knowland, and probably is thinking up 
some more things to say about the Sena- 
tor's purported ambitions to be Governor 
and President. Knowland has been more 
restrained, but Knowland isn't openly a can- 
didate as yet. 


It would be unusual, indeed, for there to 


be a hot political contest without the em- 
battled contenders saying some unfavorable 
things about each other. And that furnishes 
ammunition' for the opposition later on, in 
case the exchanges of criticism occur be- 
tween two primary candidates of the same 
party. 


Jor 'example Adlai Stevenson and Estes 


Kefauver were frequently uncomplimentary 
in their remarks about each other, when 
both were seeking the 1956 Democratic Presi- 
dential nomination. That fall, the Republi- 
cans were able to use a "lot of those things 
effectively, with Stevenson and Kefauver 
paired on the Democratic .ticket. 


Knight and Knowland may not get bitter 


enough about each other to drive Republi- 
cans into voting for the Democratic candi- 
date in November, but they may weaken the 
appeal of the GOP primary winner for get-

BUT THAT'S a chance that has to be 


taken sometimes. As Hosmer says in his 
memo, the, primary is legally established 
procedure and should be regarded as the 
"natural way" of doing things.

The long-awaited 55,500.000 development of the 


city's west beach area—including the new Navy Land- 
ing—will begin Wednesday when Pacific Dredging Co. 
will set up shop off Magnolia Pier in the first phase of 
the two-year program. 


The dredging firm, in a three-month* operation, will dump 


900,000 cubic yards of fill into the Navy'Landing basin, re- 
ducing the water dept from a present maximum of SO feet up 
to about 15 feet. 


Dredging will be conducted right in the middle of the city's 


most popular water skiing and small boat area. A life guard 
boat will patrol the region to keep small craft at a safe dis- 
tance.

SHIERS AND BOATSSEEN will probably accept the situa- 


tion with good grace, however, when they learn of a revision 
in original plans of the development. 


Now, plans call for construction of a new, larger small boat 


launching ramp, more than double the size of the present 
facility.

HKR ATTTOMOBIIJE DRIVING days began in 1903. the

of the way it DID scare the horses. Walker, an arder.L horse- 
mar., kept a stabicl'ul of fine animals on their property—at 
that time generously surrounded by open fields.

. For many years I have been an ardent admirer of 


the music critic of the Los Angeles Examiner, Pat- 
terson Greene. He has a poetic and flowing style of 
writing that pleases my aesthetic sense and his view- 
points mostly coincide with my own. I thought, too, 
that it would be interesting for one music critic to 
interview another. So I asked if I might see him. He 
very graciously invited me to his home. 


In a lovely house in West- 


wood he and his charming 
wife greeted us cordially. We 
met, too, their smiling young 
daughter, Catherine, age 13. 


Mr. Greene has the quiet 


bearing of a studious man; 
the sure demeanor 'of 
an 


aristocrat and the kind man- 
ner of a thoroughbred. He is 
modesty itself and I had to 
put ail the questions. So mod- 
est indeed is he that it was 
five years after he had gradu- 
ated from Harvard before he 
learned, upon opening his di- 
ploma, that he had graduated 
"Cum Laude"! 


Although born in Superior, 


Wis., he attended school in 
Washington State preparing 
to become a concert pianist. 
But after graduating from 
Harvard he went to. the Phil- 
ippines where he taught in 
Manila. There he met and be- 
came friends with Carlo P. 
Romulo, one time Philippine 
Ambassador to the U. S. At- 
tending a concert 
together, 


Romulo asked P a t t e r s o n 
Greene to write up the con- 
cert. That was his first re- 
view and for 33 years he has 
been writing reviews for the 
Los Angeles Examiner, where 
he sits enthroned as an au- 
thority on things musical. 


I like Patterson Greene's 


healthy outlook. For instance, 
he says there are opportunities 
today for exceptional talent as 
there have always been. Our 
American singers are being 
engaged abroad singing in the 
opera iiouses of Europe and 
England. They receive excel- 
lent foundation here in Ameri- 
ca and experience over there. 
(For 
myself, 
f 
wish 
ihey 


might also have their experi- 
ence in America.) 


Music today, he says, is not 


degenerating if you seek out 
the best. Asked if he still 
enjoyed music after so many 
years of listening, he said: "I 
always enjoy music when it is 
good." 


About two t h i n g s Mr. 


Greene was most emphatic. 
When I asked him what the 
Los Angeles area needed most 
musically he cried: "An opera 
house!" Here, too, he was op- 
timistic. 
After all, it took 


San Francisco 20 years to get 
one — an opera 
house that 


seats or.ly 3,200, while the 
Shrine Auditorium (deplora- 
ble structure though it be for 
opera production) seats 6,700 
and it is mostly capacity full 
during our opera season. Each 
year we get nearer the ac- 
complishment of the project 
and this year the voting was 
two thirds in favor of build- 
ing one. It is a heartening 
sign, says Mr. Greene. 


The other s u b j e c t upon 


which he held a strong opinion 
was the absurdity of having 
several 
different conductors 


in one season for the Los An- 
geles Philharmonic Orchestra. 
It was, he said, like changing 
the parents of one's children 
every few weeks. The perfec- 
tion 
of orchestral playing 


comes from a singleness of 
purpose, a working as a whole 
toward one man's idea; a 
welding into a component en- 
semble. Every conductor has 
his own ideas, and to be con- 
tinually tossed from one to 
another, plays havoc with vir- 
tuoso accomplishment. 


Patterson Greene is not only 


a music critic. He writes short 
stories and plays. One of his

•D^OLLOWING the footsteps of sandaled padres, Gold 
* 
Rush nabobs, and earnest pioneers, thousands of 


eager travelers are ever striking out to explore the 
verdant wonderland where fhe wines of California 
ore grown. There, they will find, as they have in 
other years, that the sprawling wine land is imbued 
with all the timeless charm and romance associated 
•with wine growing throughout the world. 


The excursion, along fine, new highways, is an 


easy one with some sunlit part of the wine land 
readily accessible from .almost any point in the state, 
particularly in the Southland where the harvest has 
started. For the vineyards, stretching from the Mexi- 
can border almost to Oregon, extend into 47 of Cali- 
fornia's 58 counties. Here, on a half-million bright 
acres, are grown almost 90 per cent of all the wine 
produced in the nation and about S3 per cent of all 
consumed. 


TIIK FIRST WINE grower in what is now Cali- 


fornia was Father Junipero Serra who, in 1769, plant- 
ed a vineyard at his Mission San Diego near the 
Mexican border. In the abundant California sunshine 
and friendly soil, the vines flourished, yielding bounti- 
ful harvests for making the mission's sacramental 
wines. 
As the yearly bounty continued the wine 


grown by the Franciscan padres also enhanced their 
simple table fare, added warmth to the hospitality

extended wayfarers, and was used as a medicament 
for the sick. Vineyards, supplying wines for the sacra- 
ment, marked the spread of Spanish missions through 
the region and the trail of the vine through much of 
California still roughly approximates the trail of 
missions. 


For many years, however, Los Angeles was the 


undisputed wine-growing center of the slate, until it 
was found that grapes also would flourish in Cali- 
fornia's central 
valleys and in her north coastal 


counties.

Among the aristocratic grape varieties now fk 


ishing in California's vineyards are the Pinot Charuon- 
nay, Pinot Blanc, Pinot Noir, Cabernet Sauvignon, 
Johannisbergcr Riesling, Traminer, and California's 
own Zinfandel. Here, too, grows the Palomino for fine 
sherry, the Tinta Cao and Tinta Madeira for dis- 
tinguished port. Each of the varieties, with its own 
special flavor and aroma, makes a distinctive wine 
and adds a brilliance to California's kaleidoscopic 
wine spectrum.

tested and examined to be sure their quality is good. 
They arc then crushed and the juice along with the 
skins is drawn into redwood or concrete vats for 
fermentation. 


Careful watch is kept over the fermentation for 


by this important .process—the same required in mak- 
ing bread, vitamin drugs, and choose 
the fresh grape 


juice is preserved as wine. Yeast r-nxymcs, responsi- 
ble for the fermentation action in the crushed fruit, 
convert the natural grape sugar into approximately 
equal parts of alcohol and carbon dioxide gas which 
escapes. In autumn, the murmur of ihc ferment in 
vats can be heard through the lofty v, ineries as the 
ruby-colored crush becomes flecked "with foam. 


After fermentation the wine is drawn into oak or 


redwood casks for aging. Since the- temperature must 
be kept cool and even, some wineries stow their casks 
of aging wine in tunnels dug with pick and shovel long 
ago while others use built-in cooling devices. In the 
cellar chill, whether above or below ground, the air 
is sweet ami pungent with maturing wine and mellow 
wood.

WHEN MOST I'EOl'LE think about scouting, they 


only think in terms of Boy Scout activities which are 
confined to land areas. However, sea scouting has 
been a part of the Boy Scout program in this area 
for tiie past 30 years, and the Sea Explorer program 
is open to all boys 14 and older who have the basic 
desire to learn about ships and explore the sea.

raling, are only two of 364 hnys who get their Sea 
Explorer training at the 525,000 Sea Scout Base, lo- 
cated on 250-feet of waterfront property, overlooking 
the Long Beach skyline, on Pier A, Long Beach Harbor.

is just one of 1-1 vessels which make up the Sea Ex- 
plorer Base fleet.

npIIE world still owes much

"Songs of a Sourdough." 


Because his books have made 


millions for him, today at 83, 
Robert 
Service,

Dangerous Dan McGrew, has a 
permanent home in Monaco and 
can take a daily dip in the warm 
Mediterranean. 
Last year he 


was an honored guest at tho 


Famed poet Robert Service 
is 83, lives in Monaco and 
visits with Grace, Rainier.

But Peter Service, Robert's 


76-year-old brother, would not 
trade the Southland for Monaco, 
or Long Beach for Monte Carlo. 
He makes this his second home 
for five months of the year. 


With a 
delightful 
chuckle. 


Peter recalls 
how the 
first 


Service book got into print. 


"MY BROTHER sent a bundle 


of those poems to Father, in 
Scotland, with a $100 check to 
cover the cost of 
printing." 


Peter's laugh was infectious. 
"Father was a canny banker, 
wise to the ways of a dollar, and 
was thrown into a panic for fear 
Robert's writing poetry would 
jeopardize his job in a bank at 
White Horse, Yukon Territory. 


"Father grumbled, 1 don't 


know anything about publishing, 
and I couldn't care less.' I had 
gone with Father to pick up the 
mail, and remember that we 
were passing a Methodist pub- 
lishing house. Father paused. 
The outside of the manuscript 
read, "Songs of a Sourdough," 
not very much like Methodist 
hymns, but we went in and laid 
the sheets on a table behind 
which some men were talking. 
I knew the typesetter, for he 
often entertained our church 
groups with his readings. 


"While Father and the man- 


ager were talking, somehow this 
fellow got hold of some of the 
poems. He started to read 'The 
Shooting of Dan McDrew' right 
there, and before he got through 
all work had stopped and every- 
one gathered around. 


Poet's brother. Peter, is 76, visits Long Beach fre- 
quently. Here he poses with his grandchildren. 


" We'll publish them,' the 


manager said, handing Robert's 
check back to Father. 


"But Father was very Scot- 


tish, and couldn't change his 
mind easily. All my life I had 
heard him say, 'Not one in a 
million ever made money out 
of poetry.' Now, going down the 
street, he placed his arm across 
my shoulders and repeated those 
words." 


AT THIS point Peter had 


been so engrossed in talking o£ 
a time almost a lifespan in the 
past, and a place halfway round 
the world, that he had to shake 
himself into the happy present. 


"My brother still is 
con- 


stantly writing," he went on, 
"but his writing todny is very 


different f«om the virile product 
of the gold rush years. It is 
that of a man who cares a great 
deal about people. He cannot 
abstain from writing. It is his 
lifeblood, and reason for living." 


Peter speaks with great un- 


derstanding a n d feeling for 
poetry. "But I h a v e n't my 
brother's genius for expression," 
he modestly says to any sug- 
gestion that he put down some 
of his colorful stories. 
He is 


approached 
almost 
daily by 


someone who wishes to discuss 
his brother. He obliges with: 


"Although Robert is 83, he 


keeps a fixed schedule of a 
swim, a walk, and a poem a 
day. 
He wants it that way 


every day he lives."

TIMES are back for 
" the California oyster in- 
dustry, a business that once 
boomed and then waned. And 
the very growth that doomed 
the industry in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay region around 
the 


turn of the century is now 
creating the demand for this 
vitamin-rich product in the ex- 
panding population centers. This 
and improvements in the culture 
of oysters. 


In 1870 when transcontinental 


railroads 
spanned the United 


States to the West Coast car- 
loads of Eastern oyster "seeds" 
(tiny oysters are called seeds) 
were shipped and spread out in 
south San Francisco Bay. They 
supported a good market until 
the turn of the century when 
the waters 
became polluted, 


some say, due to the increase 
in population and heavy manu- 
facturing that was coming into 
the region. 


CALIFOICMA MARINE biolo- 


gists in 192D began new experi- 
ments 
with 
rapidly growing 


oyster "seeds" from Japan. The 
experiments w e r e successful. 
Drake's Bay, Tomales Bay anil 
Morro Bay were 
the 
three 


leading areas developed and, 
until the l a s t World War, 
Drake's Bay in northern Cali- 
fornia, ranked first in produc- 
tion. Since that time, Morro 
Bay oyster beds along (lie cen- 
tral California Coast are taking 
the lead. Oyster culture has not 
developed commercially in the 
bays of Southern California. 


Dr. H. G. Orcutl, marine biolo- 


gist for the California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game at Stan- 
ford University, says there is an 
increase in both state and pri- 
vately owned waters planted to 
oysters since ]952 when only 3,- 
271 acres of lidelands were un- 
der 
cultivation. 
The 
present 


figure, is M.OOO acres bc'ing de- 
veloped. 


Four kinds of oysters 
are 


grown in bays along the Cali- 
fornia coast. The small Olympic 
oysters grow naturally in To- 
males and HnmboH Bays, but 
these tasty bivalves do 
not 


grow 
abundantly 
enough 
for 


commercial use. 


TURKU OTHER species are 


imported and cultivated. One of 
these is the Eastern 
oyster. 


These are shipped alive and full 
grown from the Atlantic Coast. 
Planted and cultivated in To- 
males Bay, they are used fresh 
daily for the markets' of San 
Francisco. 


The third species is imported 


from the southern waters of 
Japan and is called the Kuma- 
moto by the Japanese. In this 
country it is called the Pacific 
oyster. When the tiny "seeds" 
are hardy enough to make I he 
long trip across the ocean I hoy 
are imported in crates and are 
transplanted 
in 
t h e 
coastal 


waters of California. Oregon and 
Washington. This species thrives 
best in the colder temperatures 
of the bays of northern Cali- 
fornia and in Pugel Sound. The 
Pacific oyster, which grows to 
be three inches long within 12 
to 11 months when they are 
ready for harvesting, are par- 
(ieularly good in cocktails.

oystcrmcn set out millions of 
old oyster shells for the new 
oysters to attach themselves to 
as they swim ahout searching 
for a clean hard object on which 
to settle. Oystermen here use 
plywood or lath clutches for the 
larva to cling to. After arriving 
in California waters they are 
spread out on sandy bottoms of 
the bay where they grow until 
harvest time. 


According to Dr. O r c u 11, 


oyster culture is similar to agri- 
culture in that the "seeds" are 
planted nnd the growing crop of 
oysters is cultivated and ripened 
for 
harvest. 
This 
is 
called 


"aquaculture" and the oyster 
grower is called an "aquacul- 
turist." 


"Aquaculture is very tricky," 


Dr. Orcutt explains, "the acqua- 
cultrist must know his business. 
The oysterman, like the farmer, 
faces problems in producing his 
crop. An example is that the 
oyster grower plants his "seeds"

on lands exposed at low tide. 
These bottom lands must be firm 
enough to prevent loss of grow- 
ing mollusks. The Giant Pacific 
oysters 
cultivated 
along 
the 


California Coast thrive in mud 
flats after attaching themselves 
to the clutches. These mud flats, 
however, are too soft for the 
smaller Olympic oyster to grow 
in. 


"During the period of culti- 


vation the o y s l e r m e n must 
w a t c h the beds continually. 
Strong currents or wave action 
will pile oysters in rows, or will 
wash them away," Dr. Orcutt 
says. "Slit sometimes will pile 
up and ruin an entire crop. Win- 
ter and spring rains wash top 
soil from nearby farm lands." 


STILL ANOTHKK problem in 


oyster growing is a marine algae 
which looks like moss. 
When 


the weather is warm the algae 
spreads over the oyster beds 
forming a thick carpet. Decom- 
position of the bottom layers of 
this covering produces a con- 
centration of waste which kills 
oyslers. Marine biologists work 
contantly 
witii oystcrmen 
to 


comhat this threat, comparable 
to soil farmers working to com- 
bat weeds. 


Other pests which are harmful 


to oyster beds before harvest 
time are the oyster drills. These 
are snails that cause thousands 
of dollars in damage to beds 
along parts of the Pacific Coast, 
but so far have not oblained a 
foothold 
in California oysler 


beds. These snails drill through 
the oyster's shell and suck out 
the tender meal. Every crate of 
"seeds" is carefully inspected by 
the Stale Fish and Game Dept. 
for these pests. 


The bat ray. a large fish with 


powerful jaws 
which crushes 


the oyster shell, paling the meat, 
shell and all, is another pesl. 
Oyslormen put lath fences about 
the beds to fend off this at- 
tacker. 


Starfish are found on oyster 


beds in California bays, but the 
damage they do is slight, and 
Oystermen have little concern 
over them. 


Oyster culture is important to 


California's growing cities and 
towns for oysters have 
fine 


nutritional qualities. They are 
rich in proteins, vitamins and 
such elements as iodine, iron, 
copper, cobalt, phosphorous and 
manganese,

ele- 


ments to human diet.

mule toams, boron had until the 
Jast few years a steady but un- 
spectacular career in industry. 


TO HOUSEWIVES, it was 


most familiar as a disinfectant, 
boric acid, and as a cleanser. 
But it also became a vital in- 
gredient in glass, fertilizers, 
pesticides, soil sterilants. 


Then, with the crash program 


to develop long-range missiles, 
came the need for a fuel to 
power them. The m i l i t a r y 
singled it out as the element 
most likely to succeed in "Proj- 
ect Zip" — designed to speed 
high energy fuel research. 


Why boron? 
Importantly, it is light, the 


fifth lightest element. And it 
will combine with hydrogen, the 
lightest thing of alL 


Scientists put it this way: 


Hydrogen would be the perfect 
fuel, as it produces the maxi- 
mum energy per pound. But 
pure hydrogen is impractical, 
dangerous and expensive.

As an ingredient of longer- 


lasting fire bricks. 


With silicon : in solar bat- 


teries, to convert the sun's rays 
into electricity. 


TO PREVENT FRUIT spoil- 


age. Sprayed into orange crates, 
it is attracted by the moisture 
of fruit bruised in shipping, and 
chemically seals the bruise, 
preventing spoilage. 


To use in cancer treatment. 


Certain 
compounds 
are at- 


tracted by tumors and, when 
bombarded with neutrons, yield 
b u r s t s of great energy that 
penetrate only for the thickness 
of a cell or two, killing malig- 
nant cells but not h a r m i n g 
healthy ones. 


As fungicides, lubricants, her- 


bicides, disinfectants, m e t a l 
hardeners and defoliants. As a 
defoliant, for instance, it strips 
leaves from cotton plants, en- 
abling mechanical pickers to do 
a cleaner job. 


As an abrasive. New com- 


pounds rival the diamond in 
hardness and are much cheaper.

perform well anywhere that the 
usual C. reticulatas may be 
grown successfully. It thrives 
out of doors in all frost-free sec- 
tions of the United States but 
should be given at least partial 
protection in other areas. Where 
freezes or frosts 
may affect 


plant growth or blossoms, the 
degree of protection required 
will vary with localized condi- 
tions. 


REPORTS FROM individuals 


who have grown Buddha for a 
number of years indicate a spe- 
cial adaptability to West Coast 
conditions, notably in the area 
from San Diego to San Fran- 
cisco. In and around Los An- 
geles and throughout Southern

It's Time Now to 


Beauty of dichondra lawns 
is undisputed. If planted 
now, progress will be best.

FOLK feel that the. 


-time to plant dichondra is 


in the fall season, when grass 
lawns are renovated, and new 
lawns are put in. There's no- 
thing wrong with planting di- 
chondra in the fall season, ex- 
cept that it takes many months 
for it to grow together. In fact, 
it may take eight months for' a 
fall planted dichondra lawn to 
grow together. 


Dichondra lawn planted now, 


whether from seeds or from 
flats, grows fast, and should get 
a 
good 
toehold 
before 
cold 


weather sets in. 'Hie lawn may 
not be grown altogether, but it 
will be fairly well established. 


There are two ways to get a 


dichondra lawn. One is to plant 
it in bare soil, other is to put 
it in an established grass lawn. 
Naturally, you'll have a pure 


dichondra • lawn if planted in 
bare soil rather than in a lawn. 
That is, you wilj if you,keep out. 
the weeds! It'll take several 
years for dichpiidra to, become . 
well established in a grass lawn. 


DICHONORA TURF is avail-.. 


1 able in flats, approximately 17 . 
inches square. The turf is cut 
up in squares and planted. At 
this lime of year, the squares 
should.be no smaller than inch, 
and a half by inch and a half. 
Plant them in rows spaced eight 
inches ,apart from, middle of 
one square to middle of the next 
square. Rows should be eight 
inches apart. 
This suggested 


'square, size of dichondra arid-. 
spacing requires approximately . 
25 flats of dichondra for each 
thousand square foot area. Five' 
sacks of weed free 
manure 


should be evenly spread over 
same given area. 
Thereafter 


lawn should be kept moist till 
it lias, grown together, or until 
the rains come. 


If seed sowing is preferred, 


sow one pound per thousand 
square feet. Spread evenly five 
sacks of steer manure over same 
given area. Manure keeps soil ' 
from crusting and drying out 
quickly, and maintains an even 
moisture content. There's just 
enough food value action to en- 
courage 
dichondra to 
grow 


evenly. 


BECAUSE WEATHER is hot 


and continues so for another 
month and a half or more, it 
isn't necessary to sow grass in 
the dichondra. However, if pets 
or children run over the newly 
planted 
dichondra lawn, and 


track dirt into the house, then 
it may be necessary to sow grass 
seed in order to cover the soil 
while the dichondra is growing 
together. 


If the dichondra lawn isn't 


put in till fall season, then by

green covering and acts as a 


. protection for the slow- growing 
.dichondra. 


• • NEWLY PLANTED dichondri 
•lawns may be kept pure by 
• p e r i o d i 6'-weeding. "Periodic 


•• weeding" doesn't mean to weed 
when the mood strikes you. It 
means to weed when you dis- 
cover'weeds. Luckily so far, vi'c 
have been able to keep our 15- 
year-old dichondra lawn clean 
of weeds. We spend about six 
hours a year, keeping weeds on I 
of approximately 12 hundred 
•square foot lawn. Soon as we 
spot • a weed,- a handkerchiel 


' drops over it, -like a target 
marker for a' bomber. We hot 
-foot it to the front porch and 
pick up a screw driver or spike 
sprinkler. With murder in mind, 
we gleefully root out the weed. 


Where weeds arc a mess in an 


established dichondra lawn, you 
can gradually crowd them out 
by mowing the lawn close and 
often. "Close" means to prac- 
tically scalp the lawn, but with- 
out doing so. Cut close without 
injuring 
the 
lawn. 
Continue 


mowing close every five days 
from March through October. 
Feed • about every two months 
with a dichondi-a food, and keep 
lawn moist. Weeds blossom in 
sun, whereas dichondra flowers 
in shade. Close mowing clips off 
flowers so they don't set seeds. 
Because dichondra continues to 
multiply from flowers to 's'eed, 
and weeds do not, eventually di- 
chondra crowds back the weeds! 
Several 
gardeners 
have had 


good success in following this 
method of crowding back weeds 
in dichondra lawns. But it re- 
quires 
patience 
and 
follow- 


through. 


Gardening Tips 


GARDEN TIPS fr the week 


. . . During the summer, la\vns 
should be thoroughly soaked. A 
light sprinkling is almost worse 
than no water at all. 


Vine-like plants now growing 


vigorously should be thoroughly 
trellised to prevent their becom- 
ing topheavy. They may also re- 
quire some thinning out. 


Zinnins, which flower quickly, 


can still be grown from seed. 
They are excellent for cut flow- 
ers as well as in the outdoor 
garden. 


In Southern California, we 


seem to get the best sweet peas 
if we plant them around the 
end of August. 


If you really want prize sweet 


peas, it is best to prepare the 
sweet pea bed, two to three 
weeks before you plant them, in 
the following manner: 
Dig a 


trench at least two feet deep 
and 18 inches wide. Place a 
generous amount of good, clean 
cow manure in the bottom of the 
trench; then add a layer of soil 
and mix the two thoroughly. 
Add another layer of humus un- 
less you prefer using decom- 
posed leaf mold or compost 
(these are equally as good) and 
fill the remainder of the trench 
with soil. Again mix thoroughly 
and water down. Let it remain 
until you're ready to plant. It 
helps, too, to add just bone meal 
about a half pail full U> a row 
20 to 25 feet long.

PET PARADE 
Feed Pets for Fitness 


By Eleanor Avery Price 


"MET FEEDING today would 


appear fo bo no problem, 


what with the variety of foods 
for animals offered in grocery 
and pet si ores. 


Each pet, however, is an in- 


dividual, and each owner must 
be guided by experience ac- 
quired from experimenting, with 
assistance, if necessary, from 
someone qualified to offer sug- 
gestions such as a veterinarian 
who knows that dietary require- 
ments vary. For example, an 
active or nervous breed of dog 
needs 25 to 50 per cent more 
calorie intake than a calmer 
dog. Also, an older dog needs 
more protein than a younger 
one, and a growing puppy often 
seems bottomless at mealtime! 


Cats usually are wise enough 


to eat just what their bodies 
require. Dogs, 
however, may 


o v e r e a t and even consume 
spoiled food if it is available. 
A fat dog is subject to a host of 
ills, has less pep and Is likely to 
die young, hence the great need 
to feed dogs carefully. 


IT IS OFTRN SAID that 


meat is a dog's (and a cat's) 
natural food, since his ances- 
tors lived on game they caught 
hunting. It should be renum- 
bered that arimals in *:heir wild 
state were move active at.d they 
also were wise enough to eat 
mineral-rich organs, grains and 
other foods in the animals' di- 
gestive tracts and so could bal- 
ance their own diets. 


Meat alone does not contain 


all the m'.i.erals and vitamins 
needed, nor enough carbohy- 
drates and fat. Some commer- 
cially prepared 
foods provide 


all the food essentials, hut to 
be on the safe side, supplemen- 
tary foods such as meat scraps, 
bacon-drippings, 
liver, 
heart, 


broth, broiled fish (no bones), 
cottage cheese, milk, soft-boiled 
eggs, cooked carrots and string 
beans, tomatoes, breakfast ce- 
reals and baby foods may be 
offered the cat and dog, along 
with vitamin?, if such foods ap- 
pear to agree with the pet.

and follow the directions. In 
some instances the labels on dog 
food suggest self-feeding of dry 
food instead of mixing a cer- 
tain a m o u n t with water or 
other liquid. This is an easy 
and often excellent way to feed 
a dog, but remember that some 
dogs will o v e r - e a t if not 
watched. Also, if the dog is 
one that does not drink much 
water, his food should always 
be offered moistened, otherwise 
serious intestinal disorders may 
result. On the other hand, if 
the dog drinks a great deal of 
water, his drinking container 
should bo removed a little while 


before mealtime so that he will 
cut the proper amount of food 
without bloating. 


Kittens and puppies should 


start out with four meals daily. 
By the time the pel is six to 
eight months of age, meals 
should be reduced to two. I£ 
the dish isn't cleaned up within 
a reasonable time, pick it up 
and offer fresh food at the next 
regular feeding time. Don't fret 
if the pet skips an occasional 
meal and don't give in if it 
holds out for 
favorite foods. 


Guide the pet with firmness 


to a proper diet that isn't con- 
stantly u n d e r g o i n g radical 
changes.

I-TKH WOULD WAH I, former President Herbert 


Hoover organized "espionage, political and 
military diversions and plots against the Soviet 


government" "when he headed the American Relief

Former President Truman is an important member 


of the American Legion, and the Legion is "one of the 
largest militarized Fascist organizations in the L'.S. 
. . . The whole country is covered by Legion |xists. 
These are a kind of secret police and strike-bicaker 
units." 


Earl Browder, deposed L'.S. Communist leader, is 


an "agent of American imperialism." 


These three typical distortions are drawn from the 


latest word picture — or caricature — of the United 
States which the Kremlin is trying to project to SOO, 
000.000 people. They appear in the new edition of 
the Great Soiiet Encyclopaedia, whose long (.85.000 
words") and long-awaited article on the U.S. is aston- 
ishing, impressive — a n d dangerous. 


The Great Soviet Encyclopaedia is Communism's 


most authoritative single source of general informa 
lion. Officials, teachers, journalists. scholars and prop 
agandisis lean on it heavily. Although "Kan. Russia s 
man-in-the-strcet. may never pick up a copy, his opin- 
ion of the U.S. and its people will bo vastly influenced 
bv it. The "news" Ivan reads, the speeches he bears. 
the lessons he learns about America will tx1 based on 
this fabric ol tacts, unfacts and mistacls. 


Here is the long-range Soviet "party line' toward 


us. Short-range Red tactics may /ig/jg irom week to 
week; the make-up of the partv presidium inav shift 


Russia's man-in-the-street now gets 'facts' on the 


dramatically. But in this article Soviet attitudes are 
frozen for years to conic — perhaps for decades. 


And the article cannot be dismissed simply as a 


pack of lies. The editors and authors package truth 
and falsehood together astutely. They cite figures from 
well-respected sources. They present the L'.S. in a 
form that will surely seem convincing — behind the 
Iron Curtain --•• to present-day readers and, unhap- 
pily, to coming Communist generations as well. 


During a visit to Moscow in 1955 I met the top 


officials of the Encyclopaedia. They didn't want to talk 
about their forthcoming article on the U.S. They said 
it wasn't ready, that it would appear in Volume 39. 
In return for my offer of a set of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, they offered to send me their first 33 vol- 
umes, plus new volumes as they came off the presses. 


He Sees Us As Strong... 


Recently Volume 39 arrived.\Vith a translator's help 


1 analyzed the article on the L'.S. It runs to 97 pages 
of type, with seven maps. 24 tables of statistics and 


S.-? pictures. It is shorter than the article on the 
L .S.S.R. in the Encyclopaedia ISritannica. It is shorter 
— and less friendly — than the article on the L'.S. 
in the first edition of the Soviet Encyclopaedia, pub- 
lished years ago during wartime. 


Over the past decade I'\e studied world-wide Com- 


munist propaganda as it steadily predicted calamity 
and catastrophe for the L'.S. economy. Thus to me the 
most surprising quality of this article is the impres- 
sion it conveys of America's strength. "Industry in the 
I .S. is highly mechanized and automatic machinery 


is being rapidly developed," say the Soviet contribu- 
tors. "New techniques constantly are being perfected 
and applied." 


With its own people, the Kremlin doesn't intend 


to underestimate America's physical strength. Page 
after page portrays the formidable magnitude of 
America's economic accomplishments. 


Photographs depict Manhattan skyscrapers, Chi- 


cago's lakcfronf, shots of New Orleans. San Francisco, 
Fargo. There arc glimpses of giant dams, Texas oil 
derricks, an oil refinery at Baton Rouge, ore conveyors, 
a kins; sized stamping press, an Anaconda copper 
smelter. Also reproduced is a photograph of buildings 
at the Oak Ridge atomic installation. 


In preparing the material that will, indirectly, in- 


fluence hundreds of millions of people, the editors 
and writers draw a sharp distinction between the 
American yen-file and the "monopoly capitalists" they 
claim control our government. They wrap their fac- 
tual descriptions in two gargantuan falsehoods: 1) 
that ordinary Americans are iiupo\erished victims of 
the rich, and 2) that our system can continue to ex- 
pand only by aggressive war. 


The editors, in fact, seemed to feel sorry for me 


because Encyclopaedia Britannica doesn't have what 
they choose to call a "world view." Britannica obvi- 
ously is guilty of "cosmopolitanism." 


What is this "world \ iew" of theirs? It is the attempt 


to apply the Marxist-Leninist philosophy to explain 
past and present, and to predict the future. It preaches 
that under the Soviet "dictatorship of the proletariat" 
a new world order is inevitable, through victorious

struggle against "capitalist ami bourgeois classes." It 
teaches that "true democracy" can exist only under 
Communism, that Western forms of sell-government 
merely mask capitalist control of the masses through 
"bourgeois" systems of law, ethics and religion. It 
tenches that the happiness of present generations, and 


all individual rights, must hi' sacrificed — lhat any 
means arc justified to achieu: Communist ends. 


...He Sees Us As Weak 


The "uorld view" splits the world into two camps. 


I he capitalist camp is led hy the U.S. — reactionary, 
decadent, disintegrating, doomed by the irresistible 
march of history, as they write it. The second camp, 
led bv the U.S.S'.R. ("the fatherland of all the work- 
ers") is the only hope for world peace and what they 
call "harmonious cooperation." The Hungarians anil 
Poles, among others, have found this harmony a 
rugged experience. 


This interprctalion, of course, is scarcely new. It is 


the .standard Communist fare. The typical Ivan lias 
been exposed to it, directly and indirectly, for years. 
Uut, using it as a basis of thinking, the article's writers 
and editors come up with these new and monstrous 
distortions of the U.S. and its past: 
• 
I'he U.S. Constitution as promulgated in 1 789 was 


"the legislation of bourgeois dictatorship over the pop- 
ular masses." 
• Woodrow Wilson, during his Presidency, revealed 
himself "a servant of big monopolies." His 14 Points 
for peace after World War I were an "imperialist 
peace plan." 


• 'The Harding, Coolidge and Hoover administra- 
tions led in "the policy of restoring German mili- 
tarism." 
• In World War II the Second Front was opened 
only when it became evident "the Soviet Army was 
capable of liberating Europe and occupying all 
Germany," 
• The Truman Doctrine marked the start of U.S. im- 
perialism in the Middle East, while at home reaction- 
ary measures were being taken against the working 
class. 
• By "intervention in the Korean civil war," U.S. 
reactionary circles tried to promote expansionist plans 
in China. Hut U.S. armed forces suffered military 
defeat, and had to agree to an armistice. 


Communism's "world view" also dramatizes un- 


solved problems Americans freely admit, and aims at 
issues which divide Americans and lend to alienate us 
from our friends. Here are some ways the Encyclo- 
paedia claims we fail to practice what we preach: 
• In many states, "considerable masses of citizens, 
particularly Negroes" are denied voting rights. 
• Although the L'.S. Supreme Court ruled that segre- 
gation of school children is unconstitutional, in many 
Southern states the decision is ignored or opposed. 
• In U.S. schools, "there were not enough teachers 
and every year their number was being reduced." 
• Postwar U.S. budgets show a "vast proportion of 
taxpayers' money spent on defense." Huge public debt 
and inflation, the Reds say, result from "militariza- 
tion of the country's economy." 


The Soviet leaders set out to hide from their citi- 


zens that Americans are steadily making our country 
a better place for all its inhabitants. Any such admis- 
sion wotdd puncture "the world view." 


As the Reds see them, what are the conditions of 


American life today? Here are two samples: 
• Sixty-two per cent of all families have incomes 
below the minimum standard of living. 
• During the period 1945-1953, "there was an abso- 
lute and relative impoverishment of the working class." 


When Russians hear or read such gross misstate- 


ments, they often believe them. This is possible only 
because of the isolated condition of the Russian people. 
Their "world view" thus is a form of impaired vision. 
Yet I know from my own visits to Moscow that the 
average Ivan hates neither America nor Americans; 
he may have a warped picture of it, but be wants 
to know about it and usually is willing to listen. 


Let's Take the Initiative 


I:or the past do/.en years — first as Assistant Secre- 


tary of State, when I launched the Voice of America 
in the Russian language, then.as U.S. Senator from 
Connecticut, when I proposed a "Marshall Plan of 
Ideas" — 1 have contended that we Americans have 
far more to gain than to lose in seeking greater contact 
with the Russian people. 


l;or our own security, we need to seize the initiative, 


to take advantage of every conceivable opportunity to 
help the Russian people learn more about America. 


I have advocated bold, large-scale American action

Gen. Thomas White predicts 
the future of aerial warfare 


When President Eisenhower chose a new 
Air Force chief of staff recently, he selected 
the service's foremost expert on aerial strat- 
egy and the Air Force of the future,- Gen. 
Thomas D. White. White, 56, has served a 
seven-year apprenticeship as a top Pentagon 
planner, helped to supervise the development 
of new and deadly missiles and their gradual 
introduction into the Air Force arsenal. 


Here, in an exclusive interview with 


PARADE, General White gives his views of 


the future Air Force, the kind of war it. will 
lie prepared for tomorrow — and where it 
stands today: 
Q General White, do yon expect guided 
missiles to replace airplanes as our wain mili- 
tary weapon? 
A Guided missiles never will replace manned 
aircraft completely. In the immediate future, 
they will augment manned aircraft, and ulti- 
mately they will take over many operations. 
But there always will be operational tasks, 
such as reconnaissance, assessment and pre- 
cision attacks, that can best be done by 
manned weapons. We never can develop a 
"black box" that will replace the human brain

in situations that require reasoning ability. 
Q Js it true gnided-missile units already are 
replacing fighter-bomber squadrons? Will 
missiles take over our tactical air arm? 
A Our Matador surface-to-surface missile 
units now are stationed overseas, along with 
manned aircraft. And we are planning the 
development of advanced missiles in the 
200-1,500 mile range. All these will take 
over a furl of our tactical air tasks eventually. 
Q Will antiaircraft missiles become a substi- 
tute for interceptor planes? 
A Interceptor missiles will first complement 
and ultimately replace short- and medium- 
range manned interceptors. The Bomarc, 
soon to be in operation, will be the first air- 
defense missile with the range of an inter- 
ceptor plane .and the higher performance of 
a missile. Combining this with Bornarc's very 
high rate of fire and quick response gives us 
a weapon several times more effective than 
any other available. 
Q Will we need intercontinental bombers 
after the intercontinental missiles are per- 
fected? 
A The need naturally will be somewhat re- 
duced. But the first missiles will lack the 
high degree -of accuracy manned weapons 
now have. The Snark intercontinental missile 
soon will be operational. The Rascal soon will 
be available to permit our B-47s to hit tar- 
gets without penetrating heavy inner de- 
fenses. But for some targets, manned bomtars 
will be superior for a long time. 
Q What role will the airplane play in the 
guided-missile age? 
A It will continue to be important — for 
air transportation, supply, "small war" troop 
support, reconnaissance, patrol. But our fu- 
ture manned aircraft will not all be planes as 
we know them. They will be manned rockets 
and space craft. 
Q Only 30 years ago, the Army considered 
the cavalry more important than the Air 
Force. Is there n similar clique today in the 
Air Force that would obstruct the advance of 
the missile? 
A To this question I must answer an em- 
phatic No. Despite propaganda, the Air Force 
has the most progressive missile program of 
any of the services. But we cannot risk na- 
tional security by replacing our proven weap- 
ons with unproven ones prematurely. 
Q Do you believe the three services should 
continue to share in missile planning and 
production? Or would it be more efficient 
to 


consolidate under one service? 
A Each service should manage tbe develop- 
ment, production and employment of weap- 
ons required to accomplish its missions. This 
is as true for missiles as for any weapon. 
Q Has the Army developed a better inter- 
mediate missile than the Air force? 


NEW BOMARC interceptor missile heads aloft 
in Florida test. The Air Force considers this the 
"hottest" missile yet developed in the U. S. 


A It still is too early to tell. But in either case 
I do not expect their differences will be great. 
Q Are Russian missile scientists equal to our 
own in technology? 
A Russia always has had very competent 
scientific talent. Their recent advancements 
indicate excellent ability. Their missile tech- 
nology now should be equal to our own. 
Q Which country do you think will develop 
the first intercontinental missile? 
A We believe Russia has made considerable 
progress, furnishing an increasing threat to 
the U.S. and the free world. But I would like 
to emphasize that our basic objective is to 
create weapons systems which, because of 
their capability to deliver nuclear firepower, 
represent a continuing deterrent to would-be 
aggressors. Thus it is not of overpowering sig- 
nificance which country obtains the first 
ICBM.

We should 
recognize the emphasis they must lie placing 
on missiles. 
Q Are you satisfied with our missile progress? 
A I am very satisfied with the technical prog- 
ress of our missile programs and feel we are 
providing for the development of high- 
performance, quality weapons systems for the 
future. 
Q Do you think ive should spend more money 
on missile research? 
A Yes. If 'we are to assure ourselves of con- 
tinuing supremacy, an increase in funds may 
deserve consideration. 
Q What can the public do to help inn the 
missile race? 
A It should realize the high cost of these 
new weapons and tlicir importance to na- 
tional security. It should give maximum sup- 
port to expenditures for their development. •

Jane Westberg (16), of Chicago,

A West Orange, N.J., delegate, Phyl- 


lis Gustafson (16), thinks she averages 
an hour each afternoon and two eve- 
nings a week. Her idea of leisure in- 
cludes Luther League, choir, parties. 


Pamela Bennett (16), of Chicago, 


S)x)ke up: "] like to use my leisure to 
swim, play tennis and write poetry." 


Well, do you agree? Should your 


leisure be spent constructively, doing 
something? 


One of our panelists doesn't. She 


believes that even talking can be a 
favorite pastime — "especially among 
us girls. There doesn't have to be any 
positive result. We may be just cutting 
up, but it's relaxing." 


But almost everyone agreed with 


Ardith Linn of Elliott, Iowa, who 
thinks leisure is the "time to choose 
what you want to do most." 


There never was any question of 


what you could do with free time. The 
list is endless: movies, TV, radio, rec- 
ord playing, extracurricular school ac- 
tivities (athletics, dramatics, glee club, 
orchestra,cheer-leading), reading,even 
phone calls. 


A Range of Opinions 


The question really is: What should 


you do with leisure time? 


John Olson (20) of Glendale, Calif., 


believes that "what will please God 
should come first. Time equals life," 
he says, "and when you waste time, you 
waste life."

of leisure. 


Cruising around, John answereil, is 


better than parking for a couple of 
hours. 


Surprisingly, 
little mention

made of dating. But Tim Hay, of Min- 
neapolis, raised a laugh with: "I go 
steady — every day and week ends. My 
leisure time is gone right there." -
